Food supply has been swept away. Physicians, nurses and supplies are being rushed 
from surrounding towns over the mountains to Austin. 

Gov. Tener has ordered state health and charity officials to the scene, together with 
Adjutant General Stewart and a 5 i force of state police. Red Cross will start relief work 
immediately. 

First warning that the dam was unsafe came shortly after it was completed, in 1909; 
Austin residents took to the hills and camped out in the snow, but returned to their houses 
when satisfied that all was safe. 

Hundreds of those dead today knew yesterday morning that the dam was in unusual con. 
dition, for news of the water flowing over the top had attracted throngs of sightseers, many 
of whom were at the hilltop when the crash came. 

A death list of 850 means that more than a third of the population perished. With only . 
2,500 possible victims, the waters|and flames claimed more than one out of every three. 

Telephone operator believed to have gone to her death while trying to spread alarm. She 
first notified fire department and ringing of town hall bell drew many curious persons to the 
center of the village when they should have been fleeing to the hills. These perished.

There Was no explosion, but the flames 
leaped to a height of twenty feet or more and, 
blown by a strong wind, were communicated 
to the nearest house. In ten minutes a dozen 
other gaspipes had burst and were pouring 
their deadly inflammable fluid into the air. 
Men who had rushed forward in the hope 
of doing some good were overcome and fell, 
while others were caught In the flames and 
incinerated. The street became a glowing 
furnace and there was no salvation for those 


fore the water had passed on its terrible i 
course through the town a dozen fires were 
burning in as many places, and the ¢ries of 
injured and imprisoned persons joined in 
the terrific thunder of the flood. 

Much of the dé@bris lodged against the 
shops of the Buffalo and Susquehanna rail- 
road, and there the fire raged fiercest. Many 
men were ceucht here, and it is believed 
that few, :°~ escaped with their ives.

Scene One of Utter Horror. 


Scenes of indescribable sadnessmarked the 
village during the early hours of the night. 
Many women who had lost their chiléren 
wandered in the darkness, crying their 
names in the yain hope they would answer, 
while here and there a worn and broken 
man stood at the ruins of his home, dasged, 
wondering when, if ever, the bodies of his 
family would be found. 


It is the general belief that many of the 
bodies will never be recovered.

Dental Work Clew to Identity, 

One of the men was a dentist, Dr. W. H. 
Thomas, 3100 Harrison street, Chicago. He 
was ai brother-in- of the victim. 
He had done c n bridge work 
s.. Webster before her 
marriage. He found this same peculiar 
bridge work in the mouth ofthe dead woman. 
The other man was a physician, Dr. V. B. 
,Stanner, alsoof Chicago. He had vaccinated 
Mrs. Webster when she was a child. He 
found the scar of the vaccination upon the 
tragedy Victim's arm. ¢ also Was a brother- 
in-law of the victim. 

The.body of the woman was found on the 
farm of Max Schoerr, about five miles south 
of Polo. Louis Meyer and hig wife discov- 
ered the body as they were gathering hickory 
nuts. 


Throat Cut with Keen Blade, 

The throat was cut from ear to ear.| The 
incision was made with a keen blade, pos 
sibly a raS@r or a scalpel. | 

The body had been piaced head-cownwara 
in a washout at the bottom of a deep gully. 
A -hickorynut tree stands within a few feet. 
As Mr. Meyer stooped to pick up a nut he 
saw the body, balf covered with leaves. 
There was no cigthing on it. | In the effort 
to remove all marks of identification even 
the pins had been taken from the victim's 
luxuriant light brown hair. 

The body was found about twenty rods 
from a road. The country is| too rough to 
permit the use of a wagon and the body must 
have been carried there, it is said. 


Impresses Auto for Night Ride. 

On her arrival at Dixon late in the evening 
the mother was told the body had been taken 
to Polo by the Polo authorities, who claimed 
jurisdiction. There were no trains. So Mrs. 
Kent impressed an automobile into service 
and started on the lonely country roads 
through the darkness to accomplish a sorrow. 
ful mission. 

Mrs. Kent says that the night before the 
disappearance her daughter and husband 
had been together at the residence of a Mrs, 
Fisk at 906 La Salle street. The latter nn- 
derstood when they left next morning that 
they were going to Nebraska to visit an 
uncle o fthe surgeon. That was Sept. 15. 

Mrs. Kent says the surgeon was absent 
from his duties at the hospital for three days 
following. 

During the day in Chicago the police of 
Chicago, avenue station were working upon 
the mystery of Mrs. Webster's disappear- 
ance, Capj. Baer, who was in charge, passed 
it off as a joke when asked it he didn't think 
the circumstances warranted a detention of 
the physician, whose post of duty at the hos- 
pital is only a few blocks away. 


Says Doctor Didn’t Kill Wite. 

“Nonsense,” he said. “ That's another 
one of those village constable’s gumshoe 
work. They find somebody dead and they 
have a murder mystery. 

“Dr. Webster didn’t kill his'wife. I know 
he didn't. That's all there is to it.’’ 

Late at night word was telephoned to the 
police of the identification. This led to some 
activity. Messengers were dispatched to the 
hoepital immediately. They were told that 
the doctor was not there. 

“He went away early this afternoon and 
hasn’t been back,” said the night watchman.

Autoist Warns Nearby Town. 

Three miles down the valley the little town 
of Costello, a place of about 700 inhabitants, 
is as completely devastated asis Austin. The 
logs of life here is supposed to have been 
large, probably more than 100, but that it is 
not far greater is due to the heroic work ofa 

oung man, so far unidentified and apparent- 
ly hardly out of his teens. 

An automobile was standing in front ofa 
bank in Austia when the wall of water rushed 
down the main street. Nearby stood this 
youth, and he was one of the first to see the 
onrushing flood. The mill whistles and the 
fire bell began their clamor at the moment 
and this satisfied him that Austin would be 
warned without him. 

Running to the automobile—whether it was 
hig own or not has not been determined—the 
youth cranked up, turned around in the face 
of the flood, which by this time had ap- 
proached to within a few hundred feet, and 
set out at full speed down the road. 

Improvising a megaphone out of a piece of 
stiff paper he found in the car, the boy drove 
with one hand and at breakneck speed down 
the road toward Costello. Whenever he 
passed any ome on the road he shouted 
through his megaphone. 


Shouts Warning; Disappears. 

“The dam is out! Run for your lives!’ was 
the message he called to all he met. Arrived 
in Costello he drove more slowly and shouted 
his warning over and over again until every 
one on the village street had grasped the 
meaning of his words and begun the rush to 
get their women and children to safety. The 
wall of water had almost kept pace with the 
auto’s mad.dash to the rescue. 

As the flood swept over Costello the resi- 
dents, too hard pressed to stop for grateful 
thanks, lost sight of the youth in the auto- 
mobile, He has not been seen since and it is 
feared he perished. 


Survivors from Costello. 

A survivor of the flood at Costelio succeeded 
in reaching Austin tonight He told of the 
autoist’s warning and described his own trip 
over the devastated vailey. A deep gully 
was worn all the way, be said, and was 
strewn at close intervals with bodies, lying 
singly and in groups. He was unable to esti- 
mate what loss of life bad resulted in Cos- 
tello, but sald that practically every house 
in the village had been leveled by the flood 
or burned by the following explosions of 
natural gas. 

It is reported that the town of Wharton, 
eight miles below Austin and five miles below 
Costello, also suffered greatly from the rush- 
ing waters. There is no mention of loss of 
life at Wharton. 

Westfield, in Tioga county, also is reported 
| wiped out by the food. Westfield has a pop- 
ulation of 1,800. No direct communications 
could be established up to @ late hour and 
the numer of debad, if any, is unknown. 

Gas Mains Burst and Burn. 

A second horrible situation developed here 
immediately after the great wall of water 
had passed. Austin is piped for natural gas 
and the great force of the flood tore the mains 
from the streets. One of them, the largest

No Protection from Fire. 

Austin had Little fire protection at best and 
with this swept away by the flood and no one 
left, te man) the little apparatus the town 
possessed the progress of the flames was un- 
interrupted. Rapidly they swept from house 
to house, leaping streets and alleys, and fed 
by the continual supply of gas from bursting 
mains their was no staying their progress. 
They licked up what the water had left. 

Many persons, crushed and helpless in the 
wrecks of buildings only partly destroyed by 
the. water, were consumed in the flames. 
Their shrieks cc.id be heard by those who 
endeavored to save a life here and there 
where it seemed possible. But they were 
driven back by the deadly furies of the gas 
or the heat of the flames 

Women and children there were among the 
wounded and dying, but among the scores of 
men who might at other times have braved 
death to save the lives of the unfortunate 
there was none to dare. 


Survivors in Vain Search. 

Hundreds of: men; women, and children 
are searching through the ruins of the vil- 
lage for their families end friends. The 
only light is the glare of hundreds of houses 
which caught, fire from broken gas pipes 
before the flood had passed. 

Chaos reigned from the moment the mighty 
wall of water tore through the tewn, and 
there will be no marked relief until daylight 
makes available the help that has come from 
the surrounding towns. Meantime many 
bodies lie in the track of the flood, 

The dam was built two years ago, a great 
structure 630 feet long, spanning the little 
valley formed by Freeman run and rising to 
the height of 49 feet It was of concrete 
82 feet thick at the’base, and said to be con- 
structed after the most approved plans of 
modern engineering. 

Lake Made Only This Week. 

The basin behind, the dam had never been 
filled with’ water until this week, and today 
it was noticed that water was running over 
the top of thestructure. Many persons went 
out of the town, a mile and a half away, to 
see the unusual sight, and it was while they 
were watching the overflowing water that 
the first break occurred. 

The spectators were horrified when @ sec- 
tion about twenty feet wide gave way on 
the west side. <A great volume of water 
poured through the hole, and the alarm was 
quickly sounded.. People ran for their lives 
to the hills nearby, but some were caught 
in the flood and whirled down the valley. 

Engineer Spreads Alarm. 

A moment later another break occurred, 
this time'on the east side. It was much 
greater and permitted the bulk of the mass 
of water behind it to rush ina mighty volume 
toward the low lands. 

Harry Davis, a locomotive engineer liv- 
ing in Austin, reached a telephone and notl- 
fied the operator at the exchange. She 
called as| many persons as possible. But 
the time was short. The raging fiood tore 
down. the. Nitle valley, carrying death on its 
debris covered crest. 

Hundreds ‘of women and children, most of 
| being away from home at work, 
were ht in their houses and drowned 
or ¢ hed before they knew what bad bap-

The water passed quickly, leaving desola- 
tion in its wake, Houseg had been crushed 
and tossed about like toys, while hundreds 
of bodies had been carried down on the crest 
of the surging torrent. ~ 

With the passing of the water those who 


had fled to the hills hastened to return to ; 


their ruined homes in search of relatives and 
friends: Here and there bodies had been cast 
up along the path of the torrent, and it was 
the gork of moments ta recover the first 
forty bodies, many of which had been carried 
eleng by the water without mutilation. 


Young Saved by Ball Game. 

One factof that saved uiany lives from the 
fiood was that the yeunger element, enjoy- 
ing a Saturday holiday, had gone almost en 
masse to a ball game a few miles from Aus- 
tin. A team of Austin boys was playing a 
rival nine and the game was half over when 
news of the catastrophe was received. The 
boys divided into squads, one set rushing 
ahead to join the work of rescue, while the 
others eared for the girls in the party, many 
of whom became hysterical and were unable 
to proceed. The ‘fact that so many young 
people were out of town has spared a large 
percentage of the rising generation of Aus- 
tin to the work of rebuilding the town and 
carrying on its life as their fathers did. 

It is estimated tonight! that hundreds of 
bulldings have been torn from their founda- 
tions and crushed in the food or destroyed 
by fire 

The water made its way through the busi- 
ness section of the town and left only four 
buildings standing. 


Survivors Watch Flames. 

The valley of Freeman's Run is narrow and 
the town was bullt alongiits banks: Al! the 
bulidings ‘n the lower part of the vailey 
were swept. clear of their foundations by the 
torrent, ont many of those which remained 
quickly fell a prey to the fames. 

There was no oné to attempt to stop the 
fire and it was allowed to burn itself out, the 
survivors of the flood standing idly on the 
hillsides, stunned beyond the power to act. 
A teeble effort was made in the lower part 
of the town, where the flood soon spent its 
force, to save property and lives, but It was 
sporadic. 

The full force of the catastrophe could be 
seen from that) point perhaps better than 
from any other, and al) efforts were aban- 
doned. 

It is reported that some lives were saved at 
this point, but if they were the names of the 
persons have not been obtained. 


Heavy Rains Cause of Flood. 

This has been a week of heavy rains in the 
Potter county bills and all the mountain 
streams are running over their banks. The 
mainstay of the Bayless dam was a branch of 
the Sinnemahoning creek known as Freeman 
creek. Ther back water this morning was 
over five miles long and more than a mile 
wide at the head. In the pest watchers had 
been employed tn times of high water.

Many Workmen Die in Trap. 


The rafiroad shops, where the dédris piled 
high and which resisted for a time the force 
of the water, will probably prove to be the 
death chamber of the majority of men who 
were employed there.

The bull@pes were located below the bust- 
ness section on the banks of Freeman run 
ard were more substantial than most of the 
houses which had been swept away by the 
flood. 

When the great mass of crushed and broken 
timbers, representing the homes of a few 
minutes before; came crashing down they 
lodged against the shops. The impact was so 
great that the building, shivered and the 
walls were-crushed in, ut the frame work 
stood and formed a barrier against which 
flotsam and jetsam of the flood found lodg- 


ment. 
Caught by Flames at Machines. 

Here, as elsewhere, the natural gas pipes 
burst, and as the shops were in operation, 
fire was quickly communicated to the hetero-. 
geneous mass. Many were cought before they 
could leave their machines. Some of them 
were crushed to death without a warning, but 
others, less favored of fortune, were pinned 
down and met a most horrible death in the 
rapidly spreading flames. 

Until help comes frem the Outside. little 
can be done to ascertain the loss or suecor the 


injured. Those so fortunate as to live above 


the line of the flood were called to help the 
survivors from the valley and the food supe 
ply was soon exhausted, as“every grocery, 
with the exception of one small establishment 
on Costello street, was swept away. Many 
went without their evening meal and unless 
help comes they will have no breakfast to< 
morrow. Ts | 
Merchant-and Wife Die Together. 


William Nelson, one of the leading mere 
chants of the town, and his wife were lost. 
It is said they were walking on Turner street 
when the wall of water rolied down that thor- 
oughfare. Their bodies have not been recov~ 
ered. Every house on Turner street was de- 
stroyed. 

The five or six churches in the town are 
all gone, the only public institutions, left 
standing being the hospital and the school- 
house.

HOW DAM MENACED TOWN. 
Galeton, Pe. Sept. 40.—[Special. ]—T edam 
which gave away was built from hill/to hill 
and checked the drainage of a large creek, 
the water behind the structure backing for 
three-quarters of a mile over an area of hun- 
dreds of acres.

tin was in a hollow below the dam, which 

was the source of power for the Bayliss Pulp 

and Paper compamfy and had been recently 

rebuilt.

Heavy rains of the last few days had Leored 
up an enormous amount of water backlof the

ley below. 
The people of Austin were caught un- 
awares.. Although the whistle of the mill 
was set shrieking and the fire bell was rung, 
the warning came too late. The advance of 
the water was accompanied by a rgaring 
din that drowned out all other noises. 
It was a perfect day from the weather 
Standpoint and many people were upon the 
streets. Before the people could appreciate 
what caused the noise the fiood was upon 
them. | 
‘Big Buildings Form Blockade, 
Many of the houses in the town were frame 
buildings built on piles and of a ty pe char- 
acteristic of quickly built lumber towbs. A 


it struck the main street of the town, run- 
ning north and south and along whidh the 
substantial store buildings and hotels are 
located. Some of those withstood the flood 
and formed. a blockade against whiah the 
smailer buildings lodged.

Doctors Forced to Walk Miles. 
At 5 o’clock a special train contdining,ten 
doctors and 500 picked men and women to act 
as hurses left Galeton for Costello, from 
where they were compelled to walk three 
miles into the stricken territory. 

Later a train started ‘out with the firemen 
of this place, who will act as rescuers, and 
with great quantites of food aboard. 

This special was run to Coudersport, Port 
Allegheny, and Keating Summit, and thence 
direct to Austin. It arrived about midnight. 
Special arayet were also started out from 
Olean, N. Y., and Dubois, carrying firemen 
and supplies. 

The water has now reached its norma! 
stage and it has been found that a gully 
fifteen feet wide and three feet deep has been 
washed through the business portion of the 
town.

Engineer .Who Gave First 
Alarm After Dam Broke 
Describes Awful Scene.

HEROINE STICKS TO POST. 
Fire Bell Caused Many Curious 
Ones to Rush to Death in 
the Flood’s Path. 


Austin, Pa., Sept. 30.— It was a wonderful 
sight,”’ 
Susquehanna locomotive engineer who was

when the break came. 

“There was nothing to indicate that the 
dam was about to give way.and some one 
had just remarked about its strength when 
with a sharp report a hole appeared tn the 
westend. Ina moment water poured through 
and it was immediately seen that the hole 
was getting larger. In another minute it 
was twenty feet wide and extended almost 
the entire height of the dam. Then there 
was another report and it seemed as if the 
whole structure was giving way. 

* With a cry of alarm I fled to the nearest 
high ground, and the other persons in the 
crowd scattered in every direction. It was 
apparent that all the great body of water 
behind the dam was going out. Some were 
caught, and before I could tell what was 
happening the water was tearing down 
Freeman run, # wall fifty feet high, and 
sweeping everything before it.

Fears Heroine Gave Lite. 

“ The sound was deafening. But I had lt- 
tle time for that. There was a house close 
by, and I rushed te the telephone and called 
the operator tn Austin. She did not have 
much time to telephone the alarm, but I 
think she did her best. {£ guess she is dead. 
I have not heard anything about her since. 

I came down to Austin as soon as posst- 
ble, but it was an awful sight. The water 
had torn through the place} taking all the 
principal buildings and crushing houses like 
egg shells, ™ 

* Then the fire broke out. The timbers and 
sides of houses were piled up against the 
rallroad shops and they were soon in flames. 
I knew there were men in the shops, how 
many / cannot say, but there was no way to 
help tiem. They were probably. burned up. 
I have not seen any of them since. 


_ Fire Begins All Over. 

“I don’t'know how the fire started, but it 
seemed as if it began ina score of places at | 
once, The postoffice escaped, but near by was 
a store and there the flames appeared first. 
Then I looked for the bank of Austin, but it 
Was gone, swept away, I guess, because I 
did not s€e it) burning. 2 

“ But worst of all were the cries of the 
women and children. You see, most all the 
men were ut work, and they were at home 
alone. They had heard the Warning sent 
out by the telephone girl, at least some of the 
people sa the fire bell rang and they thought 
it was a fire. Some of them rushed to the 
business section and were ‘caught in the 
water, for that flood traveled like a race- 
horse. Those not drownéd were crushed in 
the crumbling buildings and others were 
caught in the flames. 


Children Die at Play. 

“It was frightful. I cannot begin to tell 
it all, 

** Little children playing in yards at home 
were caught up by the water and tossed 
about on the flood like playthings. Cattle 
and horses were swept off, and even the 
sidewalks were torn up. I never imagined 
there could be such force. ‘ 

“ And over and above ital! were the shrieks 
of the hundreds of poor people who could 
not escape. I don’t know how any of us got 
away.” 


Makes Hospital of House. 


Davis, in addition to giving the first alarm, 
has proved a wonderful workman in mercy. 
His honpse, high above the flood line, has been 
turned into a hospital and refuge and every 
available inch of space is In use. 

One of the first to be taken to the Davis 
house was a baby Boy net over 3 months old, 
crushed and bleeding, with both legs broken 
and hardly a chance for life. 

The poor little sufferer had been found 
lying in the mud, left there by the receding 
waters, In another house half a mile away 
its father, an almost unrecognizable mass of 
twisted and broken humanity, lay dying, 
while high along the washed out road leading 
from the dam they picked up the dead form 
of the mother and two other children. Mrs. 
Davis is giving the baby her especial care. 


Feeds ae Many as He Can. 

Por those who escaped injury but had no 
food or warm ‘clothing the Davis house also 
proved a Godsend. The lard@r had been wel! 
supplied for the Sunday dinner and Davis 
freely threw it open ta those less fortunate 
than himself. 

Scores of persons fed at his door step 
until all the house afforded had been con- 
sumed. Then he drew on a store of crackers 
he chanced to have and he dealt out. these 
to women and children as long as they lasted. 
When they were exhausted he could do no 
more than comfort his neighbors and friends, 
and he was engaged in this good work when 
the whirring machinery of an automobile 
engine sounded along the muddy road. Davis 
was out in an instant. The longed for help 
from Coudersport had arrived.

Survivor Tells of Escape. 

John Rogers, a brakeman on the Buffalo 
and Susquehanna railroad, is the only person 
known to have escaped in the downtown por- 
tion of Austin, 

“God grant that I never behold such a 
scene again!” he said tonight. “ There was 
no time to do anything. The first thing I 
knew there was a thunderous swish, the cries 
of terrified people, the noise of toppling Duild- 
ings, then chaos. *I Was unconscious when I 
was picked up by the water, but recovered 
my senses in time to grasp hold of some 
floating planks and work my way toa place of 
safety. I saw -dozens, yes, hundreds, of 
| bodies borne along on the crest of the wa- 
ters.” t 


STORY OF THE JOHNSTOWN FLOOD. 
_ The most disastrous flood of recent years 
in this country was that which overwhelmed 
the. towns of the Conemaugh valley in west- 
ern Pennsylvania on May 81, 1889. The loss 
of life was set down at 2,280 persons, while 
more than $10.000,000 worth of property was 
swept away in the rush of water. Johns- 
town, the principal town in the valley, was a 
city of 28.000 inhabitants and the seat of a 
number of large industries, as well as a rail- 
road town of considerable importance. 

At 8 o’clocksxin the afternoon Conemaugh 
lake, a reservoir six miles up the valley, burst 
the dam, and a great torrent of Water swept 
down the narrow space between the hills 
and almost without inundated 
Johnstown. The force of the great onrush- 
ing wave was terrific, and houses, trees, and 
rocks, and al) signs of civilization réared by 
the hand of man were obliterated almost in 
an instant. 


Early Rumors Disbelieved. 

Two hours before the breaking of the dam 
news of the impending collapse reached 
Johnstown, but the: majority of the people 
refused to credit the rumors of danger. 
When it became certain that the dam could 
no longer restrain the flood a man named 
Park mounted a horse and sped down the 
valley, shouting his warnings to all he met. 
The great wave, nearly half a mile in width 
and forty feet high, .carried on its crest 
trees, houses, and the bodies of victims, and 
swept over the doomed city in a twinkling. 
The wave traveled from the reservoir to 
*Johnstown in seven minutes. 

The flood attacked the city in two wings. 
The left scoured the Johnstown Fiat at 
the base of the mountain, rushing a&cross 
the southeast portion of the city to 
Stony Creek. The right wing and the 
center of the waters cut several paths - 
through the heart of the city, sweeping 
all before them, and followed mainly the 
course of Conemaugh creek. This portion 
of the flood carried the bulk of the mass of 
débris straight forward till it was stopped 
by the Pennsylvania bridge on the western 
border of Johnstown. 


Fire Completes the Work. 

The great dam caused by the choking upof 
the railway bridge brought another horror 
to the doomed valley. The waters backed 
up above this dam were covered with wreck- 
age, and while the most desperate efforts 
to rescue those who were still alive and 
imprisoned in the tangle of timbers were 
being ‘made on the Saturday following the 
flood the cry of fre was raised. 

The flames apparently sprang up in a 
dozen different places almost at the same 
time. What the cause was is not known, 
but despite the water soaked condition og 
the wreckage the flames spread rapidly, ang 
goon the horrors of fire were added to the 
horrors of the flood. The excitement became 
terrible, and the efforts at rescue were re- 
doubled. More than fifty persons were reg- 
cued from that huge pyre, but the intensity

Then it was that Keating Sum- 
mit got its firet news of the destruction of 
Austin. 

‘My name {fs Con Buckley,” the man 
gasped. ‘‘I have ridden nine miles on a 
dead run. Austin is all gone. The dam is 
out. Pretty nearly everybody is dead.” 

Stimulants were given Buckley and while 
a few waited to hear his story in detail others 
spread the alarm throughout the town and 
prepared wagon’ trafns of relief supplies 
Every ablebodied man in the place volun- 
teered to go to Austin, and before Buckley 
had finished his story the first wagon load 
was on its way behind galloping horses. 

After. Buckley had rested and revived he 
told @ more connected story. He was a. 


most hysterical because of what he had 
seen. 


Says Suffering Is Terrible. 


“The suffering of men, women, and chil- 
dren is intense,’’ he said. ‘* No fires, no shel- 
ter, no clothes. Practically the entire town 
of grand homes and fine large brick buildings 
is all swept away as if they were that much 
kindling wood. All are jammed into a little 
gulley and fire ie burning up all the people 
who are not drowned but who are-in the 
débris, whichis a couple of hundred feet high, 
and there iz no way of stopping it from burn- 
ing. . 

“People are dying in. the streets; whole 
families have been swept away; people are 
mangled, and the sight is appalling. Men 
and women are looking for some one that Is 
gone. The Bayless Pulp and Paper mill, a 
$4,000,000 platt. was swept away like so 
much wood.

Survivors Short of Clothes. 

“The Buffalo and Susquehanna railway 
shops and mills are all swept away and thou- 
sands of people are on the jhillside without 
sufficient clothing., There will have to be 
relief quick for the people of Austin. 

‘* Austin is wiped off the map. More com- 
plete than Johnstown Was in 1859. You can- 
not make this story too pitiful or too terrible. 
It's awful. There were two dams, one above 
the other. 
was never considered safe and they built 
another one of logs aboye it. Altogether 
there was about a mile and a half of water 
came down on the busy little town and de- 
stroyed it, not leaving a house in the valley. 

““T should think 500 or more are drowned.

F. J. Bayliss, Official of Paper Firm, 
Cannot Discuss Flood 
Catastrophe.

Binghamton, N. Y., Sept. 30.—[Special. }— 
The Bayliss Pulp and Paper company, owner 
of the dam which broke at Austin, Pa., this 
afternoon, is the outgrowth of a. business 
established in this city about twenty-five 
years ago by George C. Bayliss. For a mili 
which was operated in Binghamton for about 
twenty years many hills in this vicinity were 
denuded of pine timber. 

About thirteen years ago the company 
acquired fromm the Goodrich interests the 
stumpage rights on acreage in Pennsylvania, 
reached by the Buffalo and Susquehanna 


railroad. Until three years ago the mills 
were operated part of the year by steam and 


in the remaining months by water power. 


To provide an all year water power the 


dam was constructed. The work was done 
by the Crary Construction company of 
Binghamton, of which the active members, 
Charies J. Brintal! and Cornelius H. Acker- 
man, both are dead. 

Two years ago it was reported that the 
Gam at Austin had developed weakness. 
The fault was remedied, and Franklin J. 
Bayliss, secretary and treasure? of the com- 
pany, said tonight that the company had 
every reason to suppose that the structure 
was safe. In the absence of news from 
Austin, F J, Baylies and his brother, , George . 
E. C. Bayliss, former mayor of this city and 
president of the company, refused to discuss 
the catastrophe. — 

F. J. Bayliss, it is reported, is in a state 
of collapse. The Bayliss - vip and Paper 
company was capitalized at $500,000 stock, 
$500,000 of first mortgage bonds, and $500,000

Rescuers Appalled by Scene, 


As it was dark when the rescuers arrived, 
ft was impossible to approximate the number 
of dead, because there was no means of com- 
munication with the other side of the vailey, 
or to learn how many had escaped in safety 
¢o that hillside. The scene beheld by the res- 
cuing party after its six miles’ struggle over 
the bills made many of its members weep. 

On the hillsides 500 to 600 homeless and dis- 
tracted people were wandering about. Wom- 
en were wailing and crying loudly for fost 
enes. Scores of men, women, and children 
were lying about unconscious or in utter col- 
la pee. ed 

In the valley, where a few hours before 
thé town of Austin had stood, flames ahd 
emoke were ascending from hundreds of piles 
of wreckage protruding above the water. The 
first glance showed the leaders of the party 
thatthe reports of devastation had been min- 
imized. 

People Crazed ‘with Terror. 

R was impossible to get a coherent story 
from any of the survivors. When asked a 
question they would look up hopelessly and 
mutter unintelligible words or shriek wildly 
the names of those they had lost. 

"My God, it is awful!’ one woman shrieked, 
“Down there my three little girls maybe are 
drowned, or maybe burning. Down there— 
there!’’ she pointed to the flames, shrieked, 
and fainted. ! 

“Come dowu here!’’ shouted a man who 
had reached the scene after an arduous ride 
by Special train ana automobile, and climbed 
across the hills. “* Down by the fence. Do 
you see that prre overthere? Well, I counted 
‘20 dead bodies within fifty feet of that 
foundation before tne darkness came.” 


Fires Prevent Close Approach. 

After the avaiuncne of water had passed 
Gown the valley it left the ground visible in 
many spots. The fire rit up the scene and was 
reflected in hundreds of pools of black water 
slong the main streets. 

But no one was then able to get down into 
the ruins of the town. On the outskirts was 
muck knee deep, great heaps of wreckage, 
the whole covered by dense clouds of smoke 
pouring from the score of fires burning flerce- 
ly about the site of the city. The heat from 
the fire was so intense that none of the res- 
cuers or even the frantic survivors on the 
hill side dared venture even to the outskirts, 

A little girl 3 years old, who said her name 
Was Elsie Lamiey, .peered down into the 
pyre. 

“ My papa is down there,” she lisped. “ He 
was downtown after medicine for mamma 
when the water comed.”’ 

“ Yes, and her mamma is down there, too,” 
@ bystander said. 

Elsie had been on the hill looking for chest- 
nuts and had escaped. 

“I can’t find my way home, now,” Elsie 
sighed. 

A big man took Elsie in his arms. “ We'll 
find a new home for you, little girl,’’ he said, 
az he carried her back from the moaning and 
Weeping victims of the flood.

THOUSANDS IN COUNTERFEIT 
MONEY SEIZED; HOUSE RAIDED. 


Only One Man Captured and His Name 
Is Kept Secret—Confederates Sought

After two weeks’ investigation of a big 
counterfeit passing plot, United States secret 
service operatives and deputy marshals 
raided a south side ‘dwelling early yes- 
terday morning. They eeized one inmate, 
and returned to the Federal building carry- 
ing several thousands dollars worth of 
spurious paper money 

The government agents have been at work 
on the case since the arrest of Rudolph 
Swanson. He was captured when he tried 
to pass a $10 counterfeit note, which waga 
duplicate of bad nioney passed in Salt Lake 
City. Denver, and several cities along the 
coast.in the last few months. 

But the arrest and the certainty that the bill 
Swanson passed had been made by the game 
gang that had manufactured the other coun- 
terfeits formed the basis of a long tele- 
gram to Chief Wilkie at the Washington of- 
fice. Instructions were returned directing 
the loca! agents to look for confederates in 
Chicago 

Haif a dozen bad “ buffalo head ™ bills, All 
strikingly similar, have been-reported by 
Chicago merchants in the iast few days. 
There is reason to believe at least two other 
men bers of the gang are at work here, and 
for this reason Capt. Porter refused to dis- 
cuss the raid at all. 

He refused to give the name of the man 
arrested ,or the address at which he was 
found. The prisoner was hurried out of 
sight, and Commissioner Foote said he had 
not been arraigned. The leader of the gang 
is not under arrest. Swanson is still at 
the county jail, held for the grand jury.

This necklace, it is charged, was concealed 
on Allen's person and tho latter told Acting

The second count charges that on the same 
day Allen smuggled in similar fashion ea 
bracelet in the form of a snake valued at 
$1,800. Im the third count it is charged Allen 
conspireé to bring in one large pearl and a 
snake bracelet and ‘divers articles of jew- 
elry and wearing apparel,’’ the value of which 
is not stated. 

In the indictment against Colllins there 
are three counts, charging the smuggling in 
on June 25, 1908, on the Lusitania from Eng- 
ignd of a necklace consisting of “ five strands 
of pearis with diamond and ruby clasp and 
one pearl and diamond bracelet.”

It’s “‘Open Season’”’ 


Dramatic Critic. 
By Burns Mantle. 


New York.—[Special Correspondence.]—Even thus early in 
the theatrical season the right of the professional playgoer, 
commonly yciept a dramatic critic, to live, move, and have bis 
opinions blazoned forth in the printed word, is being ques 
tioned. Usually it ig not until later in the year that it is 
proposed to thumbscrew him first and burn him in oil after- 
ward for what, it is charged, are his dastardly assaults upon 
the rights of men and managers. 

The trouble this year has started with W. A. Brady's declara- 
tien that he did not take Thompson Buchanan's play, “ The 
Rack,” off the stage of the playhouse because he thought the 
reviewers, who said it wat bad, were right and -his own judg ~ 
ment, wh'ch told him it was good, was wrong. He took it off 


* beeause, being momentarily impressed by the unanimous agree 


ment of the press that the piece was poor, public interest in the 
performance was killed, and he did dot purpose taking chances 
with a forced run, The same being a wise and frank state 
ment of fact.

In brief, I care less to 
be_a formal star than to be an actual actor< 
manager. It may very well be that my ideas, 
put thto effect, would bankrupt the most 
amiable of backers; but, even then, I should 
not be sul generis!’’

The latter in particular hag been 
held bp as worthy the best efforts of a good 
man.| The first.¢ourt positions were created 
in|] by the state of New York, but now 
there are but three states which make no 
provision for them. Court reporters do 
make! good money, but the number of posi- 
tions is Mmited. Political influence, here as 
elsewhere, scores heavily. | 
In Chicago and the state of Iilinols there 
are no official court reporters. In Chicago 
the entire business of court reporting, polit- 
ical ‘¢onventions, and pther remunenative 
work iis held in the hands of perhaps half a 
dozen! firms. It is hard under such condi- 
tions for the outsider to break in. | 
In this work there are two methods of pay, 
the salary and the per diem allowance, with 
fees jor transcriptions. The cqurt reporter 
is also in a position to pick up special agsign- 
ments that greatly increase his. fees. |Con- 
ventions, for instance, are delectable plums, 
bringing in from $100 to $500. | 
The court reporter earns from $2,000 to 
$10,000 a year, according to experience, loca- 
tion, and affiliations. The highest salary al- 
lowed is in Hawaii, where the schedule calls 
for from $2,400 to $3,600 awear. California 
allows from $2,400 to $3,000 annual salary. 
Color pays $2,700, New York $1,000 to 
$3,000, and other states something less. 
Connecticut, Florida, Illinois, Indiana, Kan- 
en¢, Louisiana, Nevada, New Hampshire, 
New Jersey, New Mexico, North Carplina, 
North Dakota. Oklahoma, Oregon, Pennsyl- 
vania, Rhode Island, South Dakota, Tennes- 
seé, Texas, Utah, Vermont, Virginia, Wash- 
ington, and West Virginia pay no salaries, 
but im ali but a few instances make a per 
diem allowance.

Allowance for Court Appearance. 
For transcriptions court reporters are usu- 
ally allowed from 20 cents per 100 words in 
Califs Colorado, and West Virginia\down 
to 5 ts in North Caroline.

Washington no allowance is made for paying 
for transcriptions.

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The per diem allowance is for an appear- 
gnc> in court. In Chicago and the state of 
Illinois the stenographer receives $2.50 for 
the briefest appearance, called a half day. In 
most of the uncontested cases the notes are 
not extended and the $5 a day allowance is all 
the reporter gets. But if the notes are to be 
extended the reporter will receive about 45 
cents a typewritten page. It may be said that 
with most men the fees from the transcrip- 
tion of court and other proceedings far ex- 
ceed in amount the per diem allowance or the 
fixed yearly salary. 


The civil service of the federal government 
offers many positions. According to the 
Gregg Writer, the supply of competent men 
stenographers is never equal to the govern- 
ment demand. It is a fact which would seem 
to bear this out that examinations are held 
quarterly. There are three examinations, 
one for stenographers alone, one for typists. 
and one for both. A singlé examination qual- 
ifies for all departments and services. 

When a vacancy occurs in any branch of 
service other than departmental, as in a cus- 
toms house, postoffice, or other service, a list 
of éligibles in that district is forwarded and 
the place filled, if possible, by some local man. 


A man to get colonial service must Know both | 


stenography and the typewriter, Women are 
not eligible for service across seas. A rating 
of 75 per cent must be secured for Philippine 
positions and 70 for departmental places. 
Age limits vary from 18 to 20, with a limit of 
45. Entrance salary is $1,200 in the Philip- 
pines, $1,500 in the isthmus, and from $480 t5 
$1,500 for departmenta! service in the United 
Btates.

Small Number Pass Examinations. 

The examinations are not hard for a quali- 
fied man, but in 1907 only eighty-seven of the 
800 who took the “ stenographer only” ex- 
amination passed. Most of these secured ap- 
pointments. Promotion differa according to 
the office and department in which entry is 
made. The advancement in Washington is 
likely to be more rapid than elsewhere. 

There are no positions filled through the 
regular stenographer examination of the civil 
service commission which pay ovér $1,800 a 
year. This does not mean, however, that the 
government does not pay more. In the de-

salaries are paid to expert stenographers. 
For instance. the official reporters of the con- 
gressional debates receive $5,000 a year and 
congress is not in session much of the time, 
giving the reporters a chance to add to their 
incomes. There are occasional examinations 
for expert stenographers. 

‘No other business today offers as many 
and as great opportunities to young men ste- 
nographers as the railroad business,’ says 
S. O. Dun. “ This is especially true of the 
traffic department. Former stenographers 
are railroad presidents, vice presidents, ger- 
eal managers. traffic managers, There is 
not a high salaried, coveted position thas 
former stenographers are not filling on one 
or more roads. The number of these who 
occupy such positions ten years hence will 
be much greater than now. The extensive 
use of shorthand and typewriting in rail- 
road offices is a comparatively recent devel- 
opment.”

Railway stenographers, men, usually start 
at about $75 a month. Stenographers to gen- 
eral officers get from $150 to $200 a month. 
Promotion to a chief clerkship, which is in 
regular ordér. would mean from $200 to $300 
Once at this point a man is in line for pro- 
motion to the big places with unlimited sal- 
ary.

Men in Passenger Department. 

Under the present system the office boy 
getting something like $25 a month is en- 
couraged to learn shorthand. He must pick 
this up as best he can. AVhen he becomes 
reasonably proficient he is given the first 
vacancy. In the Chicago office there are 
sixteer men and the average employment 
here is four or five years. They are sent 
out on assignments to outside agencies. 
The ymay get a turn at <elling tickets in 
the city ticket office. They may become 
traveling passenger agents or soliciting pas» 
senger agents in the city. For none of these 
duties, it is claimed, is there an opening foe 
women. 

For the city of Chicago the man stenogra- 
pher is offered a minimum wage of $70 4 
month. The woman who enters the city 
employ in this capacity wil! also receive the 
same remuneration. The highest salary 
the city will pay a man as a stenographer 
is $1200 a year. After that he may advance 
to $1500 as stenographer and clerk or as 
stenographer and secretary. In the matter 
of promotion it appears the men have ha 
something: the better of the women. The 
latter are inclined to mention the right of 
franchise as an unfair advantage their male 
competitors possess, THt city employs 165 
stenographers. 

The mere limitations of the woman tn busf< 
ness perhaps make her a better stenographer 
than the man. She does not expect promo- 
tion and gives her thought to things as 
they are. The man, on the other hand, is onlin 
on the wing. He consents to do stenography 
for the time being merely that he can fit 
himself for something beyond, This tran- 
sciency makes him restless and distracts his 
mind from the cheap business of dally ste- 
nography and daily bread.

Having overnight regained a degree of 
poise, I started the next morning, walking 
about nine miles to see the superintendent 
of a bindery, who’ was also the spoke in the 
Small wheel of a larger concern. When I 
had been purchasing agent in the small town 
I gave this firm a contract running into the 
ten thousands, but, of course, it was given 
out to the lowest bidder. I had no claim on 
him, he said at once I pleaded for a chance 
to earn their bread and mine.

Grafting Not in His Line. 

Then I managed by méans of a “ pull’”’ to 
get a note to a foreman from a superintend- 
ent of a public utility corporation, but on 
learning that all I had to do was to draw my 
Day, that I could give no quid pro quo, I bolt- 
ead. In my mood the idea of being a grafter 
after all the fight I was putting up was most 
uncomfortable.

what hour she ceages her day's labors. The 


‘voluminous state document setting forth 


that no female shell be employed in any 
laundry, factory, restaurant, grist mill, or 
Gump heap for more than ten hours a day 
and sixty hoursa week has now been trana- 
lated into the Secan@inavian, Polish, Lithua- 
nian, and other obscure languages, ané the 
glad message which it bears has been carried 
to the furthest. crannies of the obecurest dish 
washeries. 

Only one emall community is eo isolated by 
its language that fear is expressed by the 
Women’s Trade Union league that it may 
mot have heard the message. The law has 
been tremslated into that cross between the 
Greek the Slavic tongues which! makes 
their Jamguage, and before this paper vol- 
Dianes to press a few conscientious women 
will hav@ risen early and taken the pamphiets 
over t® the church which these workers at- 
tend. Thus this detail of the reform is com- 
pleted, with no results except to demonstrate 
that in the city of Chicago a community its 
8O segregated by the limitations of ex- 
pression that it takes longer for a message 
to reach it than it does for a person to travel 
around the world. 

Nearly everybody has been delighted with 
the new system, except Maggie, who used to 
work at a food dispensary on the west side, 
and as the law of compensation worked itself 
suit in her case she is now a more ardent af- 
vocate of ft than any one else.

Those on the South Side elevated—1650 In 
hum ber—have come into the union along with 
the men employés, who have just joined.

That is to say, the actual amount 
given te a man and to a woman is the same, 
and the women earn it with two hours’ less 
work.

Maggie's Now a Convert. 

“*Tis a grand thing,” in the words of Mag- 
gic, *‘ to put on your bonnet and coat at noon 
and walk right out like people with money 
and not come back for an hour.” That is 
what the factory tnspector’s office stipulates 
that the waitresses and other employés of 
emal! outlying establishments shall do. They 
fmsist that the girle shall not loll in the rest- 
rooms during their hours of recreation, be- 
cause in the early workings of the law they 
were then found to be entirely too available 


for od4 jobs covering from five to twenty-five 


mee 
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minutes. The “ boss” would say: “O, come 
down just this once for a few minutes—I'm 
up against it.” And Maggie et al. would 
come, with the regult that at the end of the 
first week's “ tryout ’ it was discovered that 
the law and the girls were being cheated of 
those bitterly contested hours of rest. 

A forlorn Jewish clerk in a west side store 
unknowingly corroborated this fact when a 
member of the Women’s Trade Union league 
laboriously conveyed the import of the new 
law to him, but failed to make it clear in its 
limitations and detail. He thought it was a 
law governing the hours for men and women 
both, and the tears came into his voice when 
he undertook to express his pleasure

“Too Good to Be True.” 

™ Now I will have those three nights that I 
heave had to work, and i can go to night 
school. What chance has a stranger in a 
land like this when he cannot speak English? 
Ané I never have had even a fighting chance 
to learn.”" He said it in more than ordinarily 
good Yiddish, and he added thet he would 
also have some time in which to see his chil- 
dren, whom he hadn't talked te except on 
Saturdays for three years. “ They are asleep 
when I get home, and they have gone to 
school when I get up.”

Habits Leave Tell Tale Signs. 


Thought habits as well es physical habits 
leave theig mark on the body. 
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Here is a young man who drops his bané 
on the table, or his knee, with the three 
smaller fingers partly closed under, the index 
finger slightly pointing out and forming an 
angle with the thumb held nearly straight. 
He is a clerk or a bookkeeper, a man who 
handles a pen or pencil most of the time 
during his working hours. That is a phys!- 
cal habit almost exclusively, though at times 
it may be possible to determine whether he 
has beén poring over figures for a long time 
The mental effort of concentration has « 
tendency to contract the muscles of the 
fingers sémewhat and the thumb and index 
finger aré nearer at right angles. 

There are certain lines of work which leave 
dist‘nct traces upén the position of the hands 
at rest. There's the gambler and the clerk 
and the bookkeeper, already mentioned. 

It isn’t often that you can be certain of the

classify them generally.

Manual Labor Leaves Its Mark. 

There is a decided tendency among all of 
these classes for the hands to take the posi- 
tion of @ loosely closed fist when they are 
at rest. Sometimes it is possible to detect a 
bricklayer by the manner in which the ends 
of the fingers and thumb of the left hand are 
calloused or worn slightly raw from con- 
tinual handling of the bricks, The carpenter 
and blacksmith is likely to have the muscu- 
lar part of his hand between the_bases of 
thumb and index finger rather unusually de- 
veloped. This results from the reaction of 
the blows continually struck as in beating 
iron, driving Bails, or.in.planing work, 

The right hand of the plasterer probably 
will show a calloused place between the 
thumb and index finger. The right hand of 
the bricklayer may show the same gharacter- 
istic a little more plainly. In some ifstances 
the mason doesn’t grasp the trowel handle 
as he would a club, but extends the index 
finger along it and uses the point of the finger 
to press down the trowel slightly. In these 
cases there is not likely to bea calloused spot 
between thumb and finger. but the tip of the 
first finger will be hard. 

Another class of workers, such as clerks, 
bookkeepers, artists, draftsmen, etc, gen- 
erally hold their hands more open when at 
rest than do the first class. It is difficult te 
distinguish between the different members 
of these professions, though occasionally 
there are characteristic marks on the hands 
that will help. But these marks vary accord 
ing to the “ temperament “ of the particular 
subject. The bookkeeper and the draftsman 
who find their work difficuk and perform it 
under nervous tension, probably will have 
hard places at the same spot—at the first joint 
of the middie finger. 

Then there is another class of workers who 
use their hands but do not grasp their tools 
at all—typists, pianinsts. organists. When 
at rest their hands usually take the formofa 
bridge, with the tips of the fingers and the 
wrist resting upon the table, seat, or laps, 
Most of those who use,the typewriter con-~ 
tinually are likely to have the hand a trifle 
more closed than the pianists. Otherwise 
there is seldom any distinguishing mark, 
though the extra pressure exerted by the 
musicans may cause the fingers to have a 
little more splayed appearance.

so called from the man who introduced it 
to thie country, 

In this kite. as In thie drawing, there is the 
up-and-down stick. A, and the cross stick, 
or bow stick, B. This cross stick Is situated 
Just one-fifth of the way down from the top 
of the upright stick, A, that ts In the sketch; 
the part [m] is one-fifth of the whole length 
of the stick A; [n] then being four-fifths. 

Thus if you thake your kite sticks 30 inches 
long—and they are the same length-the 
part [m] above the bow will be six, and the 
part below twenty-four Inches. 

For materia] use spruce or light pine as 
the handiest to get which works well, and 
plane the sticks down carefully. Plane the 
bow etick a little flat, and thinner to- 
ward the ends, being careful to slant it 
equally on both eides. 

The next part is the most important of all, 
and that is the.:balancing of the parts. When 
planed and finished the bow stick should 
balance on the back of your knife blade 
when this ig om the exact middie point of the 
bow stick. 

Next, string' your bow and see that it 
“bows” the same on both sides of the cen- 
ter, for if it bo--s unevenry, as I heave said 
before, it will fly sideways. When the bow 
fe right tie ft to the center stick at its 
proper place as in the small sketch

kites, and paste on the paper, or, better. ight 
cloth.

When this is dry fix the belly band as shown 
by the dotted line at D. The loop ts shown 
at L, solid.

The faculty of Simmons college, in Bos- 
ton, have cre&ted a new department and have 
geated Miss Walmsley inthechair The work 
of this department does not Interfere with the 
so-called domestic science course or with the 
courses in chemistry, food values, bacteri- 
ology, which must be taken by those who 
would enter the Walmsley class. 

This new department proposeg to train 
women iO assume the responsibilities of the 
house management of insiitutions of every 
class, from the jail to the orphan asylum, 
from the home for old people to the children’s 
hospital, from the problems of the hoiel to 
the management of the college dormitery, 
from the lunch counter to the restaurant.

which sleep may be induced inour- 
sions into the realms of patent medi- 
cines, opiates. and all sorts of slum- 
ber elixirs which are summed up as 
“ dope,” should be avoided. Bui the mora) 
of this lesson has been pointed over and 
over, yet little has been said about natural 
methods of wooing sleep: Under this head 
does not come the various mental contriv- 
ances such as “ counting sheep " or reciting 
the multiplication table. 
Oxygen is as necessary to the body cells 
during the hours of sleep as at any other 
time. Perhaps in the case of children it 
is even more necessary... For them sleep 
means the time of anabolism, growth, and 
repair. The old prejudice against open win- 
dows still exists, in spite of the campaigns 
of education in the newspapers and in the 
2 Roo Dust in the rooms, an imaginary 
Graft, the fear of colds, and many other 
stupid reasons are advanced in excuse of 
this pernicious prejudice. 

The organs of the body also should be con- 
sidered. and no excessive work should be 
given to the heart or digestive organs be- 
fore retiring to rest. High pillows lead 
to an increase in the heart’s force at a time 
when the heart should haye the lightest work. 
Pillows that are too low may cause head- 
aches, and even sleeplessness; through an 
excess of blood being in the brain Heavy 
late suppers are unwise, but a light meal, 
followed by such moderate exercise as a short 
walk, is generally conducive to sound sleep. 
The light meal causes a withdrawal o! biood 
from the head into the stomach area and

It ts, of course, fatal to sound sleep to go 
to- bed “with anything on me m:nd. in 
these sensational and pleasure loving days 
we often retire to rest after receiving a long 
series of vivid sensations which often ac- 
count for hours of sleepless tossing. Some- 
times this may be relieved by a gentle fric- 
tion of the head with a medium hard brush. 
We cannot hope to always drive away the 
disturbing sensory imptises, for, built as 
man is, joy, suffering, grief, responsibility, 
and worry [last, but by no means least], 
must find their place in his life at some time 
or other. Life without these would] be at 
best a mere existence. and so we must pay 
the bill at such times. And ever then 
fatigue must cause sleep ere long. 

Under ordinary circumstances quiet is es- 
sential] to refreshing sleep. It is wel] known 
that the brain can be trained to sleep éuring 
the continuance of sounds constantly re- 
peated. The confused din of traffic. the rattle 
of passing trains. and many other noises 
do not seem to disturb the rest of those ac- 
customed to them. But, orcinarily speaking, 
quiet should precede and accompany sleep. 
In this connection It may be wise not to be 
too particular about noises when Ittle chil- 
dren are asleep.

« Fish Mouth” a Misfortune. 


There is # kind of ‘mouth which opens like that of a 
fish which is ugly.

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Clothes for 


The average mother does not realize how 
much she tells other people of herself in the 
dressing of her children. A passing glance 
at her little folk shows others gt once wheth- 
er she is considering most of all their health 
and comfort or merely the general prettiness 
of their little garments. 

It is by no means necessary that clothes he 
ugly to be healthful. The best dressed chil- 
dren are those dressed primarily with the 
thought of health, comfort. and suitability, 
but these requisites must be combined with 
becomingness and daintiness to be complete. 
To lose any of these essentiais is unneces- 
sary, but to combine them all requires 


_ thought on the part of the mother. () 


Care should always be taken not to ° 
children’s dresses fitted too tightly. Nothi 
ia more unsightly than to see a child that 
seems to be squeezed into its clothes, but, on 
the other hand, neither should a child be 
clothed in a shapelegs garment without re- 
gard to design or fit. There is a happy me- 
dium Letween these two extremes, and the 
mother who has her child’s best interests at 
héart will not find it irksome to strive for it. 
. When autumn comes the first question that 
ariges is the style of oytdoor garments. In 
selecting the indoor garments it should be 
remembered that the temperature of the av- 
erage home does not vary much in summer 
and winter and that therefore the extra 
clothes that children wear are needed only 
for outdoors. The wearing of heavy woolen 
underwear is certainly not wige. Cotton un- 
derwear, loose and always ‘clean, will be 
found to be the best beeause it does not 
shrink, is highly absorptive, and tn no way 


s irritates tender skin. 


To begin with the fall and winter coets 
children. They are almost exact duplicates 
of women's outer garments, most of them 
being copied from the models for women. It 
is surprising how becoming these little coats 
are. For example, the shaw! coller and side 
fastening. ‘so popular with the grownups, are 
SMrywhere shown for children. The same 's 
true of the hood effect, pointed collars, new 
shaped sailors, and the incredible revers. 


Even the cut up séains are employed. 


For everyday wear these coats are made 
up in double faced cloths, fancy mixtures, 
tweeas, heavy serges, and cheviots. For the 
dressier ,coats,. high .luster broadeloths, 
ratines, velvet, or satin are used. When the 
double faced materials are used the reversible 
aide forms the collar and cnuffs, as a general 
rule. Brands of various widths are used as 
well as real and the {mitation fur. 

The cloth coats are usually trimmed with 
Plain colored broadicth, ratine, velvet, or 
satin. Large bound buttonholes end fancy 
buttons in harmonizing tones are - also 
featured, Ona few of thevelvet coats Venice 
saci cage ribonac he crete are used, and some of the 
models shown heve ‘the deé 7 
with fringe. rr orrey 

In regard fo the little girls’ dresses, as wash 
dresses are now worn the year around by 
children, these little frocks offer splendid op- 
portunity for uging the grownups’ summer 
dresses. These garments can readily be madr 
over for the «mall girl, and in. many cases for 
the small boy as well. There is more than one 
00d reason for putting such clothes into the 
wee folks' wardrobe. To begin with, such gar- 
ments will be of better materiaf than usually 

is bought for children's clothes; the garthents, 

too, will probably have been laundered often 
enough So that there is no danger that they 
will shrink, and the color has, been set, mak: 
ing the future laundering much easier. Then; 
too, these little children’s frocks are so easily 
made nowadays that it-is great economy to 
have them made at home.: 

The daintiest of guimpes can he made from 
partly worn out lingerie waists, the patterns 
of the litle guimpe fitting into the waist re 
gardiess of.the fact that, as ts generally the 
case With fine material, tha neck and sleeves 
are torn and-the under arm section badly 
worn. Even when the original waist has a 
two piece sleeve, by turning the sleeve upside 
down’ a pretty little puff sleeve may be pro- 
cured for the small gir!’s guimpe. Gulmpes 
are such an item in these days of overblouse 
dresses that I am sure many mothers will be 
glad tc try this plan. 

Women's tailored linens, madrag. or cham- 


“bray shirtwaists and biouses’ may be ‘cut 


over into waists, too, for the small‘boy. In 
using the tailored shirtwaists new collars 
and cufis must usually be made, but rarely is 
new material necessary for these, as they 
may be cut from the extra sleeve length and 
other pieces left after provision for.the body 
of the garment is made. If new collars and 
cuffs must be made and there is no goods, 
white or different colored’ material may be 
used with gvod results, and any plain guimpe 


_ or shirt pattern will be of help as a guide in 


cutting over these garments 

Black is much ysed for children’s hats this 
year and in many’ different. materials, the 
pretticst of which is the beaver cloth, the 
long, black silky nap making a beautiful 
frame fora childish face. its somberness ac- 
centuating rather than detracting from its 
youth 

Often the trimming is also black, or an 
inch wide plaiting of satin mn paisley colors 
outiining the edge of the black velvet bow; 
again blieck velvet cecorated with a black 
veivet plaque decorated in bright colored 
Leats-and edged with fur. The use of hand 
mace trimmings is also a charming feature 
of the hats ard caps of this season, giving a 
well made substantial appearance, more 
eultable to their age than flimsy flowers and 
tawdry feathers. 

Women's skirts of linen. ‘duck. cotton rep, 
and other heavyweight linen Or cotton ma- 
terials that have become: too short or too 
snug fitting from frequett washings need not 
be thrown away, but may be used to good ad- 
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vantage in making dresses for the ermal! girl. 

Cere should be €xercised when cutting over 
the clothes that the little patterns are so 
pieced as to bring the length wise grain of the 
materia! in as. nearly the proper place as pos- 
sible... This proper plecing of the grain line 
hes.a great deal to do with the fit and the 
hang of all garments and should be carefully 
considered in any. made-over garments, else 
an unpleasant effect, may result. Where 
plecing is necessary a little planning will 
eliminate any unsightly appearance and may 
sometimes be doné so as to be almost im- 

To do this heve the piece to be seamed with 
the grain of the thread—eas the warp of the 
material is sometimes called—running the 
same way. Match the threads and figures 
with care, baste first, then stitch, open the 
seam and press with a hot iron. If the ma- 
teria] ravels easilfcarefully overcast each 
raw edge or bind with silk or cotton tape. 

Sometimes piecing may be concealed by iIn- 
serting beading, by covering the brim with 
narrow cotton braid, or by applying a fancy 


feather stitch in’ white or colored threads. — 


But under no circumstances should seams be 
concealed by these methods unless they bar- 
monize with the general line and design of 
the garment... Nothing is more faulty than 


trimming without reason, and this is par- 
ticularly true of children’s clothes, which 
should be carefully planned so that the trim- 
ming used is a part of the garment and is 
kept.as simple gs possible. 

The regulation sallor suit is always in 
style and is a practical, desirable frock for 
little folk. Among the novelties featured this 
seaspn are little dresses with short peplums, 
almost copies of women’s govans of this type. 
Never has there been a time when children’s 
hats have been so lovely ag this season, show- 
ing/as they do a simple, youthful charm in 
their form and trimming and sensibly shaped 
to the head with ease. Comfort is essen- 
tial in a hat or cap forachild. It should be 
‘made to fit well down on the head in a secure 
manner and should be of moderate size, so 
as mot to droop over the eyes or prove an 
annoyance in any way.

For a dinner, a for- 
mal luncheon, break- 
fast, or supper it is 
not safe nor in good 
taste to issue the en- 
graved or written tn- 
vitations less than 
five days ahead of 
time. An invitation 
posted a day or two 
before the feast too 
clearly indicates that 
its recipient {ts but an 
afterthought or that 

be or she is asked to fill the seat of some 
guest who has dropped out at the last mo- 
ment. 

A prompt and decisive reply to an invita- 
gion, written within twenty-four hours of its 
receipt, fs the rule followed by well bred and 
considerate persons. Remember it is not the 


correct thing to answer invitations to formal’ 


affairs ina doubtful or hesitating manner. 

Invitations. for .wedding’ ceremonies, at 
church and teas require no acknowledgment: 
the presence of the person invited serves as an 
acceptance. If unable to attend an afternoon 
tea to which one has been Invited, cards are 
sent inclosed in envelopes on the day of the 

tea, if possible while it is in progress. 

Formal calis are paid between 3 and half 
past 5 o'clock in the afternoon. No one not 
privileged, on pressing business, or extreme- 
ly intimate would think of invading a house- 
hold before 3 o'clock. 

If a woman has a reception day, her friends 
should try to call at that time. She need not 
receive chance callers on any other day. 

It is a good rule to stay only fifteen min- 
utes at a formal, at any rate, a first call, 
unless, of course, urged to stay longer for 
some special reason. | 

Tea is generally served in wel! regylated 
houses to those calling between the hours of 
4 and 6 o'clock, but, earlier or later, it is con- 
siderate for the visitor to decline having it 
made expressly if it is offered.

MAE: The interval between shampoos 
should vary with the character of the hair;

In this case, only a 
physician will be able to cure or at least 
correct the cause as far as possible, for loca] 
applications amount to little when the trou- 
ble comes from within. More frequently 
blackheads are caused by careless, indifferent 
face washing. Unless the impurities are re- 
moved from the pores every night before re- 
tiring sooner or later they will form the 
foundation of a blackhead. The obstructions 
must be removed. 

The face should be thoroughly cleansed at 
least oncea day. Soap and water alone will 
not acomplish the work. They remove some 
of the surface ditt, but act as a sort of var- 
nish, for the dirt is visible to the ordinary 
naked eye. Before applying soap and water 
use a cleansing cream, going over the entire 
face with a rotary motion. Massage fer ten 
minutes, then remove the excess of cream 
with a soft cloth. The results will be em- 
barrassing.

Novel Workbag of Ribbon. 


A novel workbag that has the added ad- 
vantage of being quickly made up is con- 
structed from a yard of wide ribbon, prefer- 
ably six or eight inches. 

As the bag fs in four compartments, all 
drawing on the same string, the ribbon is 
folded in half, then three folds are made at 
either side until? the ribbon Is equally divided 
in space to form four compartments. 

Sew the selvedges together in pairs to make 
four divisions, egch four and a half inches in 
depth. Overcast the edges neatly with tiny 
stitches. This will leave three top folds, 
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which are cut for a depth of two inches from 
either edge. Hem narrowly and cover with 
a tiny silk cord if you wish a finish. 

Crochet eight small rings of brass or bone 
with embroidery silk to harmonize with the 
colors in the bag. Sew a ring to each corner 
of the four bags and through them run a 
double length of silk cord or narrow ribbon, 
which, pulled from either end, will open and 
close bags at once. 

Do not use too soft a ribbon. The heavy 
flowered effects with satin edges are pretty 
and will stand upright when opened, which 
makes it easier to discover contents.

A well madé, good style blouse is an expen- 
sive thing to buy, either ready mace or made 
to one’s order. While they are not neces- 
sarily difficult to make, the greatest pains 
should be taken with them at every step, 
the cutting, fitting, basting together, and the 
finish. .Then, too, they are often carelessly 
put on, and no matter how attractive the 


blouge may be, if it is not well put on, it is a 


sorry looking affair. | 

Soft satins and chiffons are probably the 
favorite materials for the costume blouses, 
while for the other geparate ones there are 
the usual Jovely cloths. Marquisettes, crépes, 
both cotton and: silk, also voiles, nun’s veil- 
ings, challis, albatross, nets, laces, and for 
the lingerie ones sheer handkerchief linen, 
the different lawns, check and striped mue 


lins, etc. ae 

In making’ the peagant blouses, many use 
the bias back, as 6o much less fullness comes 
at the waist line. Where this is done, take 
care not to stretch the bias edges by unnece> 
sary handling. If the hems in the back are 
to be three-quarters of ap inch in width when 
finished, cut off two straight lengths of the 
material,.making them one inch and @ hajt 
wide. Fold each one down the middie on the 
length of it, and insert between the hem be- 
fore basting it down. Thig will keep the hems 
from stretching, and serve also as @ strong 
place for either hooke and eyes er button- 
holes. é 

Probably every one who has made these 
plouses has discoveréa that the patterns giv- 
ing an under arm seam are the best to uae. 
It is a wise precaution to compare this under 
arm piece with your own measures, to see if. 
the length is right at each end. There must 
be the right length from the waist line up 
to the point where arm and body join, and 
also from this last point down to the point 
where the sleeve ends,

lower edge of the bana instead of letting the 
blouse come below. This makes a flat, smooth 
finish, which is desirable under the close fit- 
ting skirts. One must be sure, however, that 
the shrinking was thoroughly done. The rest 
of the blouse must be treated in the same 
Way. 

Where a sleéve is set into an armhole a lit- 
tle difficulty is sometimes experienced by 
women who do not know a great deal about 
sewing. In the first place see that the arm- 
holes are the right size. For an average sized 
figure from fourteen and one-half to fifteen 
and one-half inches will be right. To be sure, 
in your own case hold the tape measure close 
up around the arm where the seam should 
come, If really necessary trim the armhole 
a little around the front, where the greatest 
curve comes, sloping it off to a point just back 
of the unde@arm. 


Remember that a little bit of cutting makes 
a great difference, and to he safe try marking 
a light line where you think the seam should 
come and measure this line. If right, the cut- 
ting is done one-half inch outside of this, 
while the sewing comes exactly on the line. 

There are two Ways to tell where the front 
or inside seam of the sleeve should come. One 
way is to crease a line on the length of the 
blouse, close to the front of the armhole, and 
going straight down from the shoulder. Then 
crease & second line directly across the width 
of the blouse, letting this line come close to 
the armhole. At the intersection of these 
lines crease a line directly up to the armhole. 
Where this diagonal line touches the armhole 
is the right point for the inside seam of the 
sleeve. : 

In this average sized armhole, two and 

three-eighths or two and one-half inches to- 
ward the front, measuring from the under 
arm seam of the blouse, will give the right 
point for the sleeve seam. 
To get the distance that the sleeve goes 
into the armhole plain, first pin the sleeve 
seam in place and then measure on the waist, 
from the under arm seam toward the front, 
four and one-half inches, and pin the sleeve 
to the blouse at this point. Now measure 
from the under arm seam of the blouse 
toward the back three and one-half inches. 
and pin the sleeve in placethere. Thesleeve 
is Bet plain into the arm hole betwen these 
two outside pins. 

After this part of the sleeve hae been basted 
in turn the blouse so that the wrong side of 
the sleeve is held next to you and run a fine 
gathering thread in the remaining part of the 
edge of the sleeve. In basting this part of 
the sleeve into the arm hole arrange ths 
fullness just as evenly as possible. Look out, 
in setting a sleeve in, that the basting is not 
Crawn too tight, or the arm hole will easily 
be made an inch ot two smaller. 

After the sleeve is stitched tm hold the 
biouse right side up, slip a hand underneath, 
and turn the seam up toward the shoulder 
seam across the top of the sleeve. Stitch the

Unemployed Wife as Defined. 


Probably it will be well to define the unemployed 


wife. She is not a woman of great wealth, Her hus- 


band either is a man earning a competent salary or. 


one of modest fortune, She lives at the so-called 
family hotel, perhaps in a small suite, probably in one 
room and bath, She is childless. Her relatives live at 
a distance. She has only sporadic social intercourse 
with ‘the foreign spirits who dwell apart from the 
sphere of her hotel. A maid takes care of her room, 
dresses her, and relieves her even of the pettiest re- 
sponsibilities. She sees her husband mornings, even- 
ings, and occasionally at night, if both happen to be 
up late. : 

The unemployed wife is seldom if ever wealthy.

Says Judge Charles Goodnow of the 
Chicago Court of Domestic Relations: 

“The unemployed wife—-the woman 
of moderate means who lives in the so-called 
family hotel, childless, workless and aimless— 
is a menace. 

“This is a bad situation for any woman 
te be in. Some, to be sure, survive the strain 
and come out of it unharmed, but only some. 
i wouldn’t le? a wife of mine live that way. 

“Women are grown up children, often 
mone too well grown, frequently immature. 
So are men, for that matter. 

“They need excitement, amusement, 
pleasure. They need these things all the 
more when they have days and weeks and 
months of idleness. 

‘Whenever they haven’t their homes and 
their children to amuse, delight and employ 
elsewhere for these things— 


and they find them. » . 
‘A woman has bu**toelook bored and the 


men who make a busipess of finding evil for 
idle hands are aboutyher. No wonian need 
ever want for this type of man, and none ever 


did. 

“A man ‘who can afford keeping. a wife 
in a hotel can afford a flat. That's the place 
for a wife, but even there she is not free from 
danger, unless she has children. i 

‘Give the boy and the girl plenty of work, 
plenty of games and play, and he or she will 
be tolerably immune from mischief. Leave 
these same children idle and the result is 
swift and certain. It is the same with men 
and women. The man who is always busy 
does little wronging. | 

“Take up a woman's time. Give her a 
home, a household, children and responsi- 
bility and she will be neither menaced nor 
menace. : 
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“What the world needs is more work.” 
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as to the’ man a responsibility and a multifarious 
social activity, more 
than even the drudgery of poverty. She is that 
strange anomaly, a ‘worldly woman. At first prob- 
ably she is interestdd in books and movements, but 
the virus of idleness soon extirpates desire, for these 
things.

In the event of a man rendering help he 
should at once lay the patient down, take off 
his coat and roll her in it, unless he can ob- 
tain a blanket or rug, or roll her on the car- 


pet. If a woman renders assistance she must 


be careful not to allow her own clothing to 


touch the victim, but to hold a rug or blanket 
in front of herself while approaching the 
flames. 

A few words may be added respecting the 
treatment of burns and scalds prior to the 
arrival of a doctor. The main point to bear 


in mind is that the air is to be excluded from 


the affected part as quickly as possible. Thig 
may be done by dredging the part thickly 
with flour—if the skin is not broken—and ne 
disturbing it for some time. 


Any vegetable oil—such as salad, sweet, op 


linseed—may be used with advantage, a rag 
being soaked with it and used to cover the 
wound. A good application is made by mixing 
equal parts of linseed oll and lime wate, 
forming “carron oil.” 


WHAT TO DO if Attacked on Street. 


(Interview with Captain John J. Malpin, Chicago Detective Bureau. 
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ONT get attacked!” says Capt. 
John J. Halpin of the Chicage 
detective bureau. “Mind your 
own business, and have that bus- 
iness legitimate. Don’t put your 
self on a level with a brawler 
or a drunken man and argue 
with him, ‘or think he is man 
enough to insult you. 

“Tf you must fight or take a beating, try to 
get in the first blow and hit hard. Quit when 
the other fellow has enough. Don’t go on 
arguing with him. 

“Turn and run if you discover the robber 
before he gets close to you. He will not shoot 
except to save himself. He is not likely to 
chase you. 

“Most cases of assault grow out of drink- 
img and drunkenness. Most of us have at 
times come in close proximity to a riotous, 
pugnacious, argumentative drunken man,’ or 
one who has been drinking. It may have been 
on the etreet cars, on the street, on the train, 


or in some other ‘public place. The next time 
you see such @ man watch and if he presently 
becomes engaged in @ braw] you will find that 
his oppenent either had been drinking too 
much himself or has permitted himself to be 
drawn into an argument with the brawler.” 
“But suppose, lieutenant, I am reading or 


‘thinking about my own business and the man 


sits beside me and begins to talk. I do not 
reply or notice him in any way. Then he 
grows abusive and insulting. Am I to accept 
his insults meekly?” 

“If you think that a drunken man can in- 
sult you,” the detective smiled significantly, 
“I'd say you were not thinking about your 
own business. 

“The average man will have to go on get- 
ting into trouble, however, until he learns how 
to attend strictly to his own business.” 

“tLet’s Admit that both are at fault. What 
ovght the man who is least to blame do if he 
is attacked?” 

“Tt’s a hard question to answer,” he said. 


“My advice, though, will always be to avold 
a row. In most cases it is easy to go away 
from a man when the argument begins to lead 
towards a row. If you can’t do that there 
may be’a policeman nearby. Ask him to take 
the other fellow in hand. The average police 
officer will usually tell the man to shut up, 
and generally that will be sufficient. 

“Tf you must fight or submit to being beater 
up, why, then fight, and hit as hard as you 
can, and stop as soon as the other fellow & 
convinced he has enough. Then let it drop 
Don’t go on arguing with him. 


“As to just what to do physically, I can't 


say. That will depend upon fRe man or the 
men.” 

“How about highwaymen?” the lieutenant 
was asked. 

“Holdup men don’t attack people unless 
they are resisted. One man in a hundred may 
make a successful resistance, but there isn’t 
any way to tell whether y: : will be that one 
man. The ‘chances are ‘ninety-nine to one 
against you. With such odds against you, the 
safest plan ia to do nothing. 

“Suppose you are armed. Your revolver 
will be in your pocket. The holdup man will 
have his in his hand, probably pointed at vou, 
maybe pressing against you. What chance 
have you to draw and fire? 

“Tf you are walking along a poorly lighted 
street after dark and have to pass an alley o* 
a particularly dark spot—and are afraid of 
robbers—don’t do it. Take the middle of che 
read. 

“If you see a suspicious looking man com- 
ing towards you, don’t go to meet him. Ge 
around or turn back. If he follows, put on 
more steam and run. Stick-up men don't chase 
people. They depend upon surprises to ¢o 
their work. If they cannot surprise you they 
will let you alone. They'll seldom shoot s* 
a man running away from them. 

“T’'d like tao say about holdup men about 
the same thing I said about assaults. Keep 
good hours and mind your own business and 
you're not likely to bump into them.” 


WHAT TO DO In Case of paeerary 


HE professional burgiar isn’t al- 
ways looking for trouble—but 
he jig nearly always ready for it. 

That is the first thing to think 
about when you are awakened 
from a sound slumber to hear 

a burglar in the house or see 

his dark outline in your room. 

The next thing to remember is that, being 
prepared, he has the advantage. He is wide 
awake and has been for some time. He knows 
about where you are. He has his revolver in 
his hand ready for instant use, perhaps with 
his finger on the trigger. 

If you @re a man perhaps you have placed a 
revolver under the pillow before going to bed. 
Den’t reach for it! That is the advice of 
police officials. No matter how quickly you 
may awaken, nor how alert you may be, you 
are still at a great disadvantage. The burglar 
is watching you. Before you can withdraw 
your revolver from its hiding place he will 
have time to pull the trigger of his gun, if 
he is so inclined. He will not shoot unless 
forced to in order to save his life. But if he 
is forced to shoot he will shoot quickly. 


No matter how many valuable things you 
may have in the house for the burglar to 
take, there isn’t anything, nor all of them 
together, as valuable to you as your life. It 
is cheaper to lose your valuables than to risk 


losing your life. 


This isn’t being cowardly. Police officials 
declare that it requires more courage to be 


quiet under such circumstances than to jump 
up and bump into trouble; that it requires 
more nerve, more self-control.

Lungs Forced to Their Work. 


The present investigations on Pike’s Peak have fur- 
nished a more satisfactory explanation than was for- 
merly extant as to the reason why the blood is im- 
proved by residence in mountainous places and why 
tubercular patients so frequently improve in health. 
The change is due to the fact that the lungs are forced 
to work. The lungs, so it is now contended, have tae 
power to secrete oxygen. They withdraw the oxygen 
from the air and add it to the blood. But this is done 
only when the lungs are forced so to act. At sea level 
the amount of oxygen in the air is larger and the air 
pressure heavier. As a result, the lungs do not have 
to secrete. The oxygen is forced almost mechanically 
into the blood. The lungs, through lack of exercise, 
become weak, just as the muscles would. 


Taken to a high altitude, the patient is likely to 
euffer from mountain sickness. This is because the 
lungs have lost their facility in oxygen secretion and 
the patient is suffering from partial oxygen starvation. 
An instant relief can be secured by the use of an 
oxygen tank. After the patient has been in the moun- 
tains for a few days or weeks, his lungs rapidly de- 
velop their power to secrete the oxygen and the blood 
is soon supplied with its normal amount. As time goes 
on tne lungs become more and more vigorous and the 
amount of oxygen pressed {nto the blood by them is 
larger than ever before. The patient is soon running 
up precipices and taking twenty mile walks before 
breakfast. 

The scientists now at work on these problems on 
Pike’s Peak, two and one-half miles above sea level, 
are Dr. J. S. Haldane, F. R. S., an authority on respira- 
tion; Dr. C. Gordon Douglas, a blood expert, both of 
Oxford university, and Dr. Yandell Henderson of Yale 
university, credited with furnishing the scientific ex-

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Blood Increased in Richness. 


The increase of hemoglobin (red coloring matter, or 
red corpuscles) in the blood at high altitudes is not 
caused by a concentration of the blood but by a scarcity 
of oxygen, which stimulates the bone marrow to. un- 
usual activity. The volume of the blood remains the 
same, but the’ blood increases in richness. 


“The primary object of tnese experiments,” says Dr. 
Henderson, ‘“‘is to throw light on the manner in which 
man becomes acclimated in high altitudes. One line of 
investigation is ‘to determine changes in the blood. 
Here, I find the amount of red coloring matter in my 
blood is about 135,' as compared with 100 at sea level. 
In Colorado Springs or Manitou it probably would be 
from 110 to 120. Manager Robinson of the Summit 
house on the peak has about 140, but: he has lived up 
here for a long time. 

“Another line of investigation concerns the action 
of the heart. Does the heart increase the force, as 
well as the speed of its stroke in high altitudes? That 
is what we are yet to decide. At sea level the heart 


beats about seventy strokes a minute; on the peak,

ninety. There has been a great deal of discussion as 


to whether the force of the stroke increases when, 
speed is increased.

lieve that the lungs did secrete oakane in the 
high altitudes, when at sea level the oxygen, it is 
generally believed and pretty clearly established, is 
merely diffused through the lungs. The lungs develop 
with exercise, just as do the muscles, and the reason 
pneumonia is so fatal in high altitudes is that through 
exercise the epitnelium of the cells of the lungs is 
thickened and toughened and the oxygen does not 
diffuse rapidly enough.

Blue Lips Show Poor Circulation. 


‘“‘We have noticed newcomers here. Their lips gen- 
erally are blue, showing that their blood is not circu- 
lating properly—a condition due to decreased* pressure. 
After a while they walk about a bit and soon their 
lips take .on a pinkish color. Exercise stimulates the 
lungs to secrete the oxygen and that causes the healthy 
color and better circulation. The body is run by ¢com- 
bustion, like an engine. If there isn’t enough oxygen 
the heart lags and the human machine runs like a 
rusty engine. 

“When exercising freely in high altitudes the lungs 
give off a lot of combustion products and these are 
being investigated by us. These combustion prdducts 
are what cause headaches and mountain sickness.”’ 

These investigations show the theory that high alti- 
tudes are beneficial to tubercular patients is based on 
fact, not fancy. Drs. Haldane and Douglas explain that 
they have confirmed by their_tests on Pike's Peak the 
theory that white corpwecles are special enemies of the 
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gacillus. This fact, then, having been estab-

The government has two tuberculosis sanitariums 
for victims of the’malady in the army and the navy. 
The naval home is in Colorado and the army station at 
Fort Bayard, N. Ms -As soon as an Officer or a soldier. 
marine or sailor, is found to be affected he is at once 
ordered to one of these places. There he is put to bed 
on an open veranda and kept there until all signs of 


_ temperature have disappeared. His diet is arranged 


to give him the maximum nourishment. 

Under these conditions his weakened lungs are given 
the best possible chance to develop their power to 
secrete oxygen and to improve the quality of tire 
blood. The blood being improved, the whole system is 
improved and in time the patient is much strengthened 
and possibly cured. 

As the whole secret of the cure appears to be in the 
altitude, there wopld seem to be no reason why the 
aerial hospital may not become a standard institution 
for the cure of lung and blood diseases. In place of 
taking tne long, expensive trip to the mountains, the 
invalid will move! to the top of an extremely high 
building put up fdr that purpose, or to some batioon 
hospital where, though 1t more than two miles or so 
from his office, he will enjoy all the benefits of altitude. 
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hot be practical in time to have floating hospitals in 
the air?

Choose as this opponent one of about 

your own size or weight, but if any- 

thing heavier and bigger, then let yourself go a bit 
and the game will unfold itself. 

Don’t box on a full stomach, It will usually make 
you ill and give you a headache. Allow at least two 
hours to pass after a meal before you put the 
gloves on. The ideal time to practice your boxing is 
before bréakfast or late in the evening, say about 
5 p. m. supposing you have lunched about 1 o'clock, 
if possible, as soon as you have cooled off, have a 
cold sponge or bath immediately afterwards and 
bathe the head well with the water at the normal 
temperature. If your head aches badly stand in the 
coldest water you can get, Alternate this by stand- 
ing in hot water. Weaf light canvas and rubber 
shoes without heels, and always remember that your 
feet play almost as important a part in the art of 
boxing as your hands, : 

If you want a little stimulant after a hard tussle 
take a cup of-~coffee, black, without milk, for prefer- 
ence, Never lose your temper.

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Description of the Positions Shown. 


RIGHT HAND BODY BLOW AND GUARD. 

Most experienced boxers will lead out for your 
nose with their left. The best method to forestall 
this design is to aim for the stomach or liver. 

When you see his blow coming, incline your body 
to the left, step straight in with the left foot and 
aim for his solar plexus or heart. 

RIGHT CROSS COUNTER FOR THE JAW. 

This blow also is useful when your opponent 
leads for your face with his left. Be careful and 
do not overstep. 

The illustration will plainly show you that in 
making this counter the guard is neglected. There- 
fore, learn to curb your step. 

BRIGHT SWING FOR JAW. 

This is one way of meeting an aggressor in case 
you mistook the opponent’s attitude for an opening. 
You would lead with the left to the face and then 
your opponent wonld likely cross counter to your 
face. 

LEFT HOOK FOR BODY AND SIDE STEP. 

This blow is aimed directly at the liver. You 
think you have an opening; now lead for the other 
fellow’s nose with left. The opponent, as you strike, 
steps to the right with his right foot, ducks -and. 


hooks his left into your liver.

in a position to follow up your blow with a straight 
left to his nose. Your jolt in the ribs has sent him 
backwards or he may try to spring away. 

Follow your first blow by stepping in with your 
right foot, at the same time drawing back your left 
hand, with which you have been guarding, and send- 
ing it into his face, 

Another good way to stop an opponent when he 
leads for you with his left is a right cross-counter 
for his jaw, You would step im and strike just as 
you would in making the right hand body blow, only 
you would send your counter into his jaw. 

One thing to remember under all circumstances is 
not to overstep. Find out just how far you can step 
and still maintain perfeet balance and control of 
yourself. Never exceed this distance or you will 
suffer for it, In the illustration it will be seen that 
in making this counter the guard has been neg- 
lected. The result, unless you have staggered your 

—man, would be that he would send a right hook to 
your jaw. Having failed to guard yourself proper- 
‘ly, only two courses would be open to you.

Right Swing for Jaw. 

You could spring backward or you could clinch. 
The first is to be preferred if you are at all clever 
on your feet. You can hardly avoid the blow, but 
if you are retreating it will not hurt you so much as 
it would were you trying to clinch. A street fight 
usually degenerates into a rolling, pommeling match 
on the ground with the first clinch. But to clinch is 
about the only thing a man can do to save himself 
when he has been dazed. He is not able to jump 
away and he has no choice. The one thing to re- 
member if you mean to clinch is to grab quickly. 
You will have to take one blow anyway, but you can 
Save yourself further punishment, 

A right swing for the jaw is also an effective way 
to meet an aggressor and would be about what would 
happen to you should you mistake the nature of what 
appeared to you as an one~'ng. You would lead with 
the left to the face and your opponent, probably ex- 
pecting you to do just that thing, would avoid your 
blow and cross-counter to your face. His blow would 
hurt, for it would have back of it not only his own 
weight but yours, for you would still be coming in 
on your lead. Uyless your guard was wh it should 
be he would follow up his, right with a straight left 
to your face.

‘Saloon Hangout of the “ Dips.” 


To realize the peculiarity of the situation one must 
get in touch with a number of facts which were told 
me over the table. First and foremost‘is that this 
piace is the “hangout” of the city’s master pickpock- 
ets. It is well known to the police, Here the “ dips” 
COngregate afternoons and evenings with their 
“broads” and get what family life they may. The 
“broads,” or women, may or may not be thieves and 
may or may not be wives. ‘More frequently they are 
neither. So long as the stranger is within the place he 
is in no danger of being robbed, Outside the immunity 
ceases, 

What our friend the thief told the confidant may be 
interesting from more than done point of view. Here 
it is with considerable simplification: 

“The mob grabbed a rattler at the corner and madé 
‘three blocks. We got a poke 0’ seven men. As we 
crawl off we gets sneezed and has to slip ten men. 
We gets another and rides a mile, gets ten meh, gets 
Sneeged again, and has to pull fifteen. Then we goes 
Cut to a summer park, snips sixty-five, gets sneezed 
again, and gives up seventy-fiv men.” 

Translated, this complaint means that “the mob,” 
or thrée pickpockets (dips), boarded a car and got a 
Pocketbook contaéfhing $7, They were arrested 
(shtezed) and had to give the policeman $10 to 
“square it.” Boarding another car, they rode about a 
mile and this time managed to steal $10. They were 
arrested again and had to give up $16 to the law's 
honest aris, Deserting that part of town, they went 
Out to the neighborhood of a simmer park and there 
‘Managed to pick $65 from pockets. Once more luck 
Was bad and they were arrested, this time being forced

to give up $75 to the police for protection, Not a 
profitable day’s work. :

“ Tool” and Two * Stalls"’ in “* Mob.” 


A “mob” consists of the “tool” and two “stalls,” 
The latter crowd the victim and distract his attention, 
while [ng “tool” actually picks the pocket, If there 
is an outery the “stalls” blog the exit of the car in 
order to let the “tool” get away with the money. 
Both sexes may be represented in a “mob.” 

Whether what the pickpocket said of the venal po- 
lice is true must be left to the reader’s opinion. At 
least it may explain why His habitat is apparently not 
disturbed. - 

There are, to be sure, other places where the profes- 
sional thief makes his headquarters, Two other sa- 
loons in much the same district on,Chicago’s near 
north side aré frequented iby pickpockets so familiar 
to “the wise” that they can be picked out without 
nesitation at any time. Onp of these places ran a little 
garden all summer, where f singer dispensed anything 
from the classies to “ Alegander’s Ragtime Band” to 
the accompaniment of violin and harps Here -the 
“broads” came to shed tears over sentimental ditties 
and the “guns,” fresh from a pocket picking adven- 
ture, to applaud the seraphic instrument. 

Rut this district and its galoons represent the social 
life of only one branch of the great family of the 
thief. Other sections of Chicago furnish the haunts of 
other branches of the tree; As the pickpocket haunts 
the near north side, so the minor “ yeggs,” or travel- 
ing safe blowers, find home and comfort in a concert 
salooh out west on Madisdn street. Here congregate 
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the younger and less finished generation of the safe 
robbers, described by the confidant as semi-yegss. 
These song and wine loving young men make the 
world yield a living by the hardy process of robbing 
“jugs and P. O.’s.” Translated, this thieves’ patter 
means country banks and small postoffices,

Naturally this class of criminal is not so much at 
home as the pickpocket, In the right season he is 
“on the road” robbing the exposed banks of little 
towns and showing up at his known haunts as little 
as possible. 

Another place on the west side bears the reputation 
of harboring the ordinary burglar, the second story 
man. and others of his class. Here, likewise, the 
crook gathers with his friends and his women, anid 
lives up what his nocturnal forays have yielded. 

There is, however, a higher and colder stratum in 
the criminal’s atmosphere. To this social class be- 
long the “yegsgs” or safe blowers proper, the old, 
wise heads in the gentle game of tearing the front 
door from a bank vault and decamping with the 
money content. Those who are found in this place, 
which is located on the Chicago sbuth side not too far 
from the tenderloin, may be set down without further 
refererice as belonging to the high world of crime. 
They are not, as a matter of distinction, gentlemen 
grafters, good con men, or high grade swindlers, but 
they belong to the next lowér level, the bold, experi- 
enced robber, 

Their habitat is no ordinary place, There is about 
it every evidence of money and prosperity. The fur- 
nishings are good, if gaudy, and the whole place has 
a good bit the expression of the saloon where the 
business or professional man might like to drop in 
for a drink and a chat with a friend, In its time this 
place has been the steady resort of crooks whose 
names are familiar to the ear of every policeman, de- 


tective, and crime follower.

Where the gentleman criminal is to be found is a 
problem of a different approach. More than likely 
he will be seen in his off hours in the reading room 
of the public library. One of his trade stocks is con- 
versation. He must appear learned, cultured, widely 
read, and he improves the hours when there are no 
“jobs.” And; then, too, being able to prove that you 
were quietly reading in the public library is the best 
and most dignified sort of alibi. If the crook of this 
type is married he probably supports a good home, 
and when the law finally does grasp him his neigh- 
bors in a good flat district are shocked to learn who 
their nice neighbors were, ‘ 

There is another reason why crooks congregate In 
saloons. To begin with thése places, when protected, 
afford the desired amusement and diversion, offer a 
meeting place, and are a genera! outlet for the thief 
having holiday. But the thief has other things to 
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as of, In the old days the criminal had his crooked 
wyer to whom “fall money” was intrusted. Here 
again explanation is necessary. When a criminal] is 
arrested or has some other misfortune come to him, he 
has had a “fall,” Thus “fall money” is the savings 
of the thief for the rainy day. 

Nowadays the keeper of the saloon where the thief 
makes his headquarters is intrusted with the savings 
of his patron. When trouble comes the saloon man 
bails him out of jail, pays the lawyer, etc. Why 
the old custom of giving this money directly to the 
attorney was abandoned was told me by one of the 
friendly thieves more expressively than diplomatical- 
ly: “Some of the lawyers got too crooked for the 
crooks.” 


LETTER OF A THIEF TO HIS PAL. 


Chitown, July 25, 1911. 

Dear Pal: Well, old scout, I just blew into Chi 
today and beat it over to see our old pal “ Wild Bill” 
Mulligan and licked up a poultice of that coffin var- 
nish he slips to the bunch. You remember the last 
time I wrote you I was going downstate with a mob 
of iron workers to make business good for the safe- 
makers. Well, the going wae good and the pickings 
poor, so I’m not as fat with the kale as I thought I’d 
be, but have a pretty good bundle of the soft at that 
and will not have to hang my thatch up in the Ho- 
_gan’s flop when I kip. 

We had to rough it three or four times in making 
getaways, and in one tank town we puffed a forty 
, jorge power box in a shoniker shove shop and a 
hunk of the ceiling fell on my sconce, putting a leak 
in my think tank. Believe me, kid, for about two 
minutes | was breaking the records of all them bird 
suvs for height. I saw all the stars ever heard of— 
tin one included. We beat it out of there on a hog 
rattler, while the hick matshal was given a serenade 
with a sane Fourth cannon. 

Working our way back, we made East St. Lonis, 
wliere “ Hop Head” Kell insisted on all going over 
the bridge to see the big burg. Said he wanted to 
right us with “ Hard Hat?’ Sullivan, a friend of his, 
whose sawdust joint ig ovér on Spruce street. I told 
him it was sure to be a fall for the mob if we crossed 
the big muddy. He said his friend was strong aad 
could square a pinch if one came off. Well, I agreed 
to go over, not in a bunch but split out in sight of 
each other. Hop Head was leading the way up the 
main stem when a big Dutch dich stepped ont of a 
gin mill and fanned him for the rod he had in his 
hind kicks. Two minutes later Hop Head was doing 
the Barney Oldfield to the boob in a bluejay. In the 
morning they had him before a wrong old heak who 
lagged him forastretch at Papa Dawson's stone house 
on the riverside. Well, his friend “ Hard Hat” Sul- 
livan wasn’t there, and a right copper told me he was 
a heel and couldn't get anytbing. We got busy aad 
sprung Hop Head, but it put a century dent in our 
bank roll. He'll lap up his ding dong at this end of 
the bridge hereafter. 

We left Big Larson in St. Louis, and the iast time 
I saw him was in a Chink joint down in Hop L alley. 
He had bought a ti. of hop and a gonger and was 
leader of the bamboo orchestra. 

Met a pete here today who just blew in from To- 
ledo with the iatest in rapid combustion fuse, and he 
slipped me a few yards of it.

Modest in 
its splendor, no other jewel pe@SSesses such charm, suca 
fascination.

Even the Experts Deceived. 


Time and again the beauty of this necklace has been 
commented upon by the woman’s friends, the news- 
papers, and even expert jewelers. Every year when 
she wears it at the opera or charity ball mention of 
its unusual color and luster is made. The fact that 
the gems are merely imitation is ‘known only to the 
woman herself and to the jeweler who sold it to her. 
She prefers to keep the matter a secret, and: undoubt- 
edly has many a quiet laugh at her friends who admire 
her magnificent pearls. 

The jeweler will not disclose her identity for business 
reasons; just why she prefers to wear imitation gems 
when she can well afford genuine pearls he does not 
know. Unless the fair owner of this necklace decides 
to acknowledge that it is false her name will probably 
never be known. 

Among the Chicago women who nave made a collec- 
tion of pearls Mrs. Potter Palmer has some of the most 
costly gems. It has often been stated that her famous 
necklace of 200 pearls is the most valuable in the world.

The gathering of a fine necklace or dog collar of 
pearls is not the work of a day; it often requires many 
vears. Many women who aspire to own exquisite pearls 
purchase a small necklace or a few pearls; these are 
added to annually or at such times as tne owner may 
have spare savings or gifts to invest. It is not unusual 
for a wealthy family to buy a pearl for a daughter on 
her first birthday and each succeeding year add one pearl 
to this, so that she may wear first ene pearl, then two, 
then three, and by the time the young woman makes 
her debut in society a good start has been made toward 
a pearl] necklace. 

Sometimes necklaces are neld a long time by dealers 
or by a number of persons who are interested in their 
sale, and whenever pearls are for sale Which form a 
better gradation or which are of better color or more 
nearly perfect, they are usually purchased to improve 
the necklace.

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The Tragedy at Wilette Farm.

HEN I first met Myron Wilette I 
was 15 years old, a typesetter on « 
country weekly newspaper in Min- 
nesota. Willette was a wealthy farm- 
er; a man of education and family. 
He was in the state iegisiature, and was also 
@ county commissioner, respected wherever 
he was known. : 

Hip crope were always a little more ad- 
vanced than his neighbors’ and his cattle 
better bred. His home was the best kept of 
the countryside and his affiliations with 
churches and societies, besides these other 
things, made him a powerful citizen. Stand- 
ing over wix feet in his ricing boots. gray 
eyed, clean faced, he was the picture of 
mental and physica! contentment, 

As 1 came to know him better throug? his 

frequent visits to the printing office I casu- 
ally noted that when in deep thought or per 
mitting his mind to wander from what was 
going on sboug him he would pick up any 
newspaper, tear a smal) piece out of @ side 
er corner, rol! this into a bal) and eventually 
tuck it into his right hand vest pocket. Later, 
if be got into antmated conversation his hand 
would dive into this pocket and a stream of 
peper pellets would rol! over the floor. Wilette 
never paid any attention to these, but would 
begin over again the process of making new 
ones. The habit was a nervous one of which 
he was usually unconsclous until some one 
would laugh over the pocket emptying. 

A mile and a halé from the Wilette farm, 
which occupied 300 acres, was the hundred 
acre tract of the Widow Cameron. Her hus 
band had been an old Ume friend of the Wil- 
ette family who, dying, left her tp comfort- 
able circumstances. She continued the man- 
agement of the farm with the aid of a hired 
man and her son, Albert Cameron, a boy of 
15. Mrs. Cameron was buxom, much younger 
looking than her actual years, socially popu- 
lar, and a communicant of the same church 
as the Wilettes. When her business affairs 
Were at all complicated she inveriably con- 
sulted either Mrs. Wilette or her husband, 
and the two families exchanged frequent and 
cordial visits. 

On the night of Nov. 18, 1880. a light snow 
began to fall in this section of the Big V/oods, 
starting about 6 o'clock and continuing until 
midnight. Im the echool house on the Medoc 
road @ township meeting was to be held, and

the Cameron home The house, of two 
stories, stood quite close to the country road, 
having @ lawn in front. but mo fence and 
being ynprotected by trees, The sitting 
room, facing the road, had one large window 
on the road side, and thie evening the neigh- 
bors passing, shouting to each other in the 
snow, could see Mrs. Cameron by this window 
busily engaged in sewing. The room was lit 
with two of] lamps and the curtain was up. 

Occasionally when the widow would heer @ 
particularily ioud shout from those passing 
whom she knew she would raize her head and 
Wave her hand. The meetifig did not last 
long. and those in attendance, returning home 
about 8:39 o'clock, again saw the widow at 
her task and some again received pleasant 
Pecognition. Among theee last were W ilette, 
Hiram Gilbert, Peter Meier, and Bailey Bar- 
ney, all of whom occupied Wilette’s cled. 
They rode as far as Wilette’s farm, helped 
him put up his team, ceme into the farm- 
house kitchen and warmed themselves, and 
then left for their respectire homes. leaving 
“Wilette with one of his little girls sitting in 
bis lap. 

At 10 o'clock that night Wilette and his fam- 
lly were aroused from their beds by wild 
@creams in their front yard and then pound- 
img on a door. Mr. Wilette, followed by bis 
Wife, ran to the door and let In Albert_Cem- 
@ron, half ciad, his face covered with blood. 
The boy was in a hysterical condition, avd 
it required some time to quiet him, but be 
finally said, 

“Mother's dead. She's shot. She's dead on. 
te floor at home.”

He was 
hand in glove with Mrs. Willette and the 
children from the beginning, and every 
geighbor for ten miles around knew him as 
a cheery, helpful fellow. The only thing 
tuat bothered them was his cough It did 
noi seem to improve.

The sitting room presented a grewsome as 
pect. Sitting close by the lighted window, 
Mrs. Cameron had been shot by some oné 
standing in the yard. A charge of buckshot 
had been fired through her head at such close 
range that her blood and brains spattered 
over her son. The discharge tore out the 
window sash, broke the lamps, and a part of it 
ripped out the plaster of an opposite wall. 

Mr. Wilette instantly took charge, closed 
the room. sent the hired man for the sheriff 
and coroner, and himself. using one of Mrs. 
Cameron's horses, aroused neighboring farm- 
ers. Mrs. Willette took the son to her own 
home 

Sheriff John Morgan was one of those pio- 
neer officials who knew his duty to the let- 
ter. There was not a clew to be had as to the 
motive for the crime. Mrs. Cameron was not 
known to have an enemy. Her life had been 
apparently blameless and free from any dif- 
ferences with her neighbors. Robbery was 
mot the cause for no atiempt had been made 
te enter the house. 

“Which leads me to the opinion,” said the 
sheriff te me when I was interviewing him, 
“that somebody wanted to shut her mouth 
for some reason we dom’t know. and probably 
never wil) know.” ; 

‘But Decause he felt baffied by the situa- 
tion he did not neglect to collect all possible 
evidence. What this evidence was, with one 
eaception, he and the district attorney kept 
to themselves. The exception was that he 
cleareé the fresh enow of the night previous 
off the ground in front of the window where 
the shooting took place and found certain 
footprints leading to and from the window.

Just as he was leaving the office he came 
over and whispered to met 

“I want you to remember the date when 
you found this paper and how you found it. 
Market reports are always valuable. and I 
may be able to throw something your way 
one of these days.” 

For the life of me I could not understand 
him, but, boy like, wishing to earn and go 
ahead, I mentally noted that it was the 20th 
day of April 

On the morning of May ist my employer 
came to me and said: 

“ Henry, the sheriff is going into the coun- 
try and there may bea story ian it. Go with 
him. He is waiting for you at the jail.” 

I rode eight miles with the sheriff that 
morning in a two horse buckboard, rode 
straight to the great cattle barn of Mr. 
Willette, and to My own amazement saw him 
place the most prominent farmer of the 
county under arrest, serving him with a war- 
rant charging him with the murder of Marion 
Dayton Cameron on the night of Nov. 14 
1880. The warract was taken out by Hastings 
Jones, a cousin of Mrs. Cameron, who had 
been in charge of her farm since her death. 

Willette was calm when he realized the 
situation. 

“ There's a Greadful mistake somewhere, 
sheriff,” he remarked, " but if you'll let me 
shift my clothes and speak to my wife I'll 
be ready to go.” 

“You can do that, Myron, but not out of 
my sight. Don't make any faise moves.” 

Wliette looked at him quickly and said no 
more. In half an hour he was ready, leav- 
ing his wife in a swoon, the hired help, in- 
cluding Norton, standing by with horrified 
expressions om their faces, the children 
acreaming that their father must not be 
taken from them. Whilette stooped and kissed 
them, but I noticed he did not go near his 
wife. As we came up to the buckboam the 
sheriff drew a pair of Irons and slipped them 
over Whlette’s wrists. The man shivered 
as if stricken with paley. 

“I don’t need those, sheriff, I'll go all 
right.” 

The sheriff peild me attention te this, but 
said to me: 

“You drive. Henry, and drive fast. We'll 
sit back.” 

That night Wilette slept In the county jall, 
the district judge having refused him bail. 
The next day the storm broke. From one 
end of the county to the other the farmers 
poured into the county seat demanding Wii- 
ette’s release, Politics, religion. social rela- 
tiona, secret societies, came to Wilette’s de- 
fense. In ali my life I have never witnessed 
such @ spontaneous tribute to a man's char- 
acter as the neighbors and sriends ef Myron 
Willette gave him, 

Who accused hiin? What was the evidence? 
Why could he not have ball? 

These questions, angrily, tavagely put, 
were heard on every side. They grew louder 
and angrier when the state made it known 
that the principal witness against Willette 
would be Albert Cameron, son of the mur 
dered woman, Frank Hamilton Wilson, and 
the two oldest children of the accused. Who 
was Frank Hamilton Wilson? What, twe 
ehilérep could ever testify against their own 
father? 

Despite the popular fury Wilette was In- 
dicted within a week after hig arrest—in- 
dicted on a Thursday and bis trial set for the 
next Monday. Justice moved swiftly in 
those early settlements. Wiilette retained 
three of the best attorneys in the state and 
immediately after his indictment $50,00 ball 
was offered for him and refused. The judge 
and district attorney would leten to noth- 
ing but immediate trial. and immediate trial 
it was, the defense of Wilette being well out- 
lined in the public mind before the case was 
called. He had a seemingly perfect alibi as 
to all his movements the sight of the mur- 
Ger. and his counsel, as clever crimina) law- 
yers ag the west then possessed, simply 
laughed at any suggestion that the state 
might break i down. 

In the final list of witnesses for the state 
my own name appeered and that of my em- 
ployer. Why I was called and what I knew 
of the case 1 could not imagine. My sym- 
pathies were wholly with Wilette. His own 
conduct from the moment of his arrest wag 
that of a wholly innocent man whe did not 
fear for @ moment the outcome of the trial, 
His wife ané friends were constantly with

him end the country gave him every proof 
of its loyalty. 

The case opened dryty. The district attor 
ney made an exceedingly short speech to the 
jury, composed of farmers ané sma!) mer- 
chants, al] married men, simply stating that 
he would prove the guilt of the aecused and 
that the crime was one of the most atrocious 
in the annals of man. The findings of the 
coroner's jury were introduced, also evidence 
of the location of the Cameron and Wilette 
farms and the distance between the two 
farmhouses. The fact that it enowed the 
night of the murder and that Wilette attend- 
ed the township meeting was established. 
The first day was almost wholly occupled 
with apparently trifling details of evidence. 

But the morning of the second day the dis- 
trict attorney abruptly called: 

“ Frank Hamilton Wilson.” 

The crowd gaped when from a chair near 
me the map Norton rose, calmly took the 
witness stand, swore to his name and age, 
and that he was by occupation a detective 
employed by a well known national agency. 
He stated that tn this case he had been em- 
ployed both by the state and the relatives 
of Mrs. Cameron. I was watching Wilette’s 
face when Norton, whom I shall call Wiisen 
after this, began to talk. It paled and then 
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"Trp a Ne, a damnadle Tel” shricked 
Whiette. and sprang to his feet. but a deputy 
sheriff pulled him down. A groan from be- 
hind him reveeled Mra. Willette toppling from 
her ehair in a faint. When the confusion 
ended Wilson went on to say that after his 
employment by Wilette he found an old fash- 
foned shotgun hidden in bis woodshed that 
had been “ salted” to show rust in the bar- 
rel. j 

“This shotgun,” sald the witness, “ Edith 
and vohn Willette (the two oldest children of 
the prisoner) told me they saw their father 
salt on the morning of Nov. 19 (the day after 
the murder). They told me the gun had not 
been used ® a year and they had asked him 
why he was putting salt init He told them 
to go about their business.” 

The gun was introduced in evidence, also 
buckshot found in the room in which Mrs. 
Cameron was killed. and buckshot of similar 
size found in a tin can in the Wilette wood- 
shed by Wilson. 

“In the woodshed,” continued the witness, 
“hidden under a pile of cRips and bark |i 
found a pair of overshoes.” 

The overshoes were presented, and with 
them the casts or molds, which the sheriff 
had taken of the prints outside of the Cam-

was left of the wad to it A perfect copy 
of the issue, the one I had found in the waste 
roor® was also introduced m evidence. The 
jury was allowed to examine both. The rest 
of the evidence came inswiftly, my employer 
and myself not only identifying the papers 
but also testifying as others did to Wiiette’s 
peculiar habit of tearing up paper, Tuking a 
ball of it, and tucking the balls into his vest 
pocket. 

His counsel fought for him, but two days 
later the jury, after an absence from the 
box of thirty mintes. brought in a verdict 
of “guilty of murder in thé first degree,” 
and capital punishment not prevailing in 
the state he was sentenced to the state peni- 
tentlary for life. When sentence was passed 
upon him it required three deputy sheriffs to 
hold him, and an hour after he had been 
returned to his cell al] the ablebodied citizens 
of the town were calied out io prevent the 
visiting farmers from lynching him.

The silence 
in the courtroom was awful. Briefly Wilson 
swore that after his employment and his 
appearance on the scene ag an organ sales- 
man he had searched Mrs. Cameron's home. 
In a root cellar underneath the house he had 
found « tin b&&% hidden. In this were many 
letters. some in the haodwriting of Wilette 
but unsigned. others bearing his initials, two 
signed with bie full name. The letters, in- 
troduced in evidence, proved that an Illicit 
relation had existed between Whiette and 
Mrs. Cameron for a number of years. that 
they had Aally quarreled, and that she had 
threatened to expose his perfidy to bis fam- 
ly. Some penciled memoranda of her own 
showed that the woman was decply, madly 
in love with Wilette and that the frst steps 
is her wrongdoing hed been taken at bis 
suggestion, sot her ewan. 
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eron home. Down te the worn heels of the 
overshoes they fitted practically perfectly 
to the casts. Willette was on his feet again 
screaming!

Theophilus Greenwood came to Chicago 
with his family trom Nova Scotia in the early 
part of the nineteenth century, and it was 
his daughter, Elizabeth, who wrote the fol- 
lowing letter to her grandmother: 

“ Chicago, Ill., Aug. 15, 1836. 

“ My_Ever Dear and Honored Grandma: 
The steamboat Michigan arrived about two 
hours ago and g0es out in about half ap 
bour—and I am determined to send a few 
lines by the favorable opportunity, if they 
will be acceptable. A great many of our 
most particular friends are going on to New 
York upon business, and, therefore, we can 
send as many letters (free of postage) as we 
like. If l had only known in time I would 
have written to every one of our friends in 
} Halifax and St. John, but you are the only 
| one I will write to this time, so accept it, 
grandma, from your Elizabeth. 

‘Uncle Sam’s goods arrived in my parcels 
that you were so very kind as to procure for 
me. You do not know, dear grandma, how 
very much pleased I was to see something 
that had lately been in your hands. The 
worsteds and crewels are treasures in Chi- 
cago, for there is, not one skein to be had 
anywhere. I am going right to work upon 
gore rugs, for my last set are soiled— 
and you may depend, grandma, I will always 
think of you when I look upon the m--and 
think how kind vou were to send them so 
far.

Stroyed in fire of 1871. 

Elizabeth at the time the letter was written 
Was 14 years of age In after years she was 
noted for her woncerful head of hair~—it grew 
to such Jength that it reached to the floor. 
and she could step upon it. 

The piano menticned in the letter was one

Mrs. E. M. King. manager of the tea and ' 
grill rooms of Marshall Fielg & Co., is an | 
authority on women as restaurant patrons. | 
From five to six thousand people patronize | 
the tea and grill rooms every day, and al- 
though the percentage of men grows larger 
every year, women are still in the majority. 

* We have only waitresses here,’ explained 
Mrs. King, “and of course the maids prefer 
waiting on men. Women nearly always pre- 
fer waiting on men, and they carry this idea 
into the business world from their own homes. 
Women are more particular in restaurants 
than men patrons are. A woman is a home 
maker. She is accustomed to getting things 
for the home and she can tel at a glance 
whether or not things are as ttfey should be. 
Her innate love of home has made her more 
particular. A man takes what is placed be- 
fore him and does not think of questioning it. 

* Men always, or nearly always, are gen- 
erous with their tips. Although the girls 
here are not supposed to take tips, there is no 
way of prohibiting tipping, and they are of 
course desirous of getting a8 Many 4&5 pos- 
sible.

Josef Israels, and Stetson. 
| By Harriet Monroe. 


During the Jast summer three importam 
ers have died, men representing widely 
gerying tendencies: Josef Israels, Edwin 
austin Abbey, and Charies Walter Stetson. 
Of these the first two died famous, covered 
gith honors. while the third was perhaps 
#90 little appreciated ‘The first was an old 
pan, passing at 87, while the other two were 
ip the prime of life, Abbey being & end 
Btergon 52. 

Israels has been long recognized as the 
fether, by right of seniority and eminence, 
ef the modern Dutch school He was born 
in 1824, a few years after Bosboom, contem- 
porary with Weissenbruch, and from geven 
to twenty years before Mesdag, Mauve, and 
the Maris brothers. In bis youth he wag an 
mnovator; at 30 or less he broke with the 
Dutch historical painters and the French 
elassicists and chose modern realism for his 
field, chiefly the everyday life of Dutch peas- 
ants, indoors and outdoors. 

In this choice he resembled the greatest of 
Dutchmen, Rembrandt, and his own great 
French contemporary, Millet; but he jacked 
thet instinct for the richness and glory of 
fe, that grandeur of scope and feeling, whick 
these two were born with. 

~~ 

Thus his art, fvhile true and touching and 
tender, is hardly, in the highest sense, great. 
He was a leader of his time and his race, and 
he speaks eloquently to posterity of the 
poverty and narrowness and obscurity, the 
dumb sweetness or hardpess, of his humble 
neighbors’ lives; but his art fails of the su- 
preme appeal both in technique and inspira- 
tion. the former degenerating into slushiness 
at times and the latter into sentimentalism. 

As a critic observes, “he is not a master 
draftsman nor a distinguished colorist, he 
has nota sense of beauty simply as such, and 
decorative treatment does not appeal to him; 
yet by an Interpretative sense and a power 
peculiarly his own he has made himself the 
central figure in his nations art, produced 
pictures wonderfu! in their simple appeal,” 

Israels outlived his best period and the 
works of his last decade or so do not add to 
his reputation. But, though he had to strug- 
gie at first to find himself and his public, his 


‘ guecess begari-soon after his fortieth year, 


and from that time to his death h!s fame was 
assured and his pictures found a ready sale 
at constantly ifcreasing prices. 

He was aman of rich and warm sympa- 
thies. a good frienc, a clever speaker, inte)- 
lectual and wel! informed—altogether an 
original and forceful character. His death 
geems to ring down the curtain upon the 
modcern Dutch school; the great men have 
gone or ceased from working, and only their 
imitators are left. 


~~ 

Abbey was the sharpest possible contrast 
to Israels. Far from him was the modern 
world with its epic appeal; except for’ its 
human contacts, its humors and whimsicali- 
ties, he never knew he was in it. 

He was born in. Philadeiphia—save the 
mark!—nearly a decade before the turmot) 
of the civil war; but temperamentally he 
was born in some Jane Austen village in 
the middle of the eighteenth century, that 
age of perfect little things. For the best of 
his art is the incomparable pen and ink 
érawings in illustration of Herrick and 
Shakspeare and others which he contrib- 
uted to Harper's Magazine during the ‘SOs 
end ‘90s. Here his whimsical humor and 
fantastic imagination. found} expression in a 
medium exactly suited to his temperament. 
“Afterwards he passed on to color. painted 
large decorations on historic and mythical 
subjects for the Boston public library, the 
Pennsylvania statehouse, and other public 
buildings, and even by royal command a 
huge “ Coronation of Edward VII,” all very 
good in their way, marvelously good consid- 
ering that they are not the kind of thing he 
was born to do; very good In their way, but 
not the real thing in modern decorative paint- 
ing, in the sense in which Puvis de Cha- 
vannes, Besnard,-and Henri Martin, in 
France, La Farge, Gari Melchers. and John 
W. Alexander in this country, and Bran- 
gwyn in England have achieved the real 


thing.

. . His “Quest of the Holy Grail’’ in Boston 


is a carefully studied, elaborate, richly col- 
ored series of panels In illustration of the 
old legend, but they are pictures on a wall 
rather than decorations; and they lack the 
charm, the gest, the style of the artist’s 
little drawings. 

The pen and ink,drawings for ‘* Tweifth 
Night" or **Mideummer Night's Dream ”’ 
are a higher achievement than any of Ab- 
bey’s ambitious work in color. They place 
him definitely among the masters of line 
drawing, and will doubtless be admired and 
studied as long as the paper holds together. 

Abbey’s decorations for the Pennsylvanta 
State house, though not yet in place, seem 
to bave been completed, fortunately, before 
the artist's death. The subjects of the large 
lunettes are “Treasures of the Barth,” 
“Spirit of Light.” “ Spirit of Religious Lib- 
erty.” “Spirit of Vulcan.” Reproductions 
in the magazines indicate that in these panels 
the painter has taken a hint from Alexander 
in Pittsburgh, and wisely abandoned his 
study of medievalism in an attempt to in- 
terpret modern achievement.

At O'Brien's gallery is a fine example of 
Inness’ Italian period, a ** Perugia and the 
Valley,” painted in 1874. Although done thus 
early it escapes the tightness of style shown 
in the work of his youth and achieves free- 
dom and limpidity together with exquisite 
poetic tenderness and reserve. The rusty 
green tone. the placing of the little white 
villa and the poplars. and the truly pastoral! 
delicacy of the opalescent Nelds beyond—al! 
these show that in the early “7Us inness was 
already capable of producing masterpieces. 

This picture would be a welcome addition 
to the collection of Innesses at the Institute, 
which is rich in works of the great Ameri- 
can's last ten or fifteen years, but Contains 
nothing so good from this period.

Electric Lighting Now Popular. 

Electric lighting of cars, too, is becoming 
popular, the driver finding it much easier 
to push a few buttons and get a flood of 
light than to stop the car and battle with 
the wind while trying to light ol! lamps. 
Electricity for headlight use also is coming 
in as a strong rival! to acetylene gas. 

Tire pumps are devices which have been 
brought out to lighten the labors of the 
Griver. Most of them are operated by the 
engine which furnishes the power that In- 
flates big tires. Any one who' has operated 
a foot pump by his own efforts will appre- 
ciate the ingenuity of the devices which now 
are on the market. As in the case of de- 
mountable rims, the tire pumps are found 
mostly on the higher priced cars as regular 
equipment. 

Six cylinder motors also are more in evi- 
Gence than ever before. There seems to 
be a tendency on the part of the makers, 
though, to bring out sixes in the smalier 
sizes and on moderate priced cars. Some ° 
of the larger makers are pinning their faith 
entireiy to the six. while the last summer 
has seen one or two instances of prominent

In the way of en- 
gines a type that has just been introduced 
for 1912 is the glide valve motor. in which 
two reciprocating sleeves between the pis- 
ton and the cylinder take the place of poppet 
valves.

Body Styles Little Changed. 

Body styles have not changed much in the 
last twelve months, although the designers 
show a tendency to bring about cleaner 
lines by removing from the dash euch de- 
vices as oj] gauges, colis, ard the like, and. 
for instance, putting’ the door handles in- 
side where fore doors are uted. On some 
of the higher prices cars it. will be noted 
that considerable attention has been paid to 
the upholstering and the cushions that are 
offered for the occupants of the tonneau are 
designed to make long motor trips far more 
enjoyable. Some makers, too, are comiag 
to the belief that perhaps it is advisable 
to furnish the car fully equipped in the way 
of top, windshield, headlights, speedometers, 
and other fittings which in the past the 
owner has had to buy separately and after 
he had bought the car itgrelf. 

In the way of tires there has been noth 
ing radical brought out. The rubber men, 
though, have been educating the public for 
some time as to the advisability of “ over 
tiring "' the car rather than “ under tiring 
it," which has brought about the iIntroduc- 
tion of ‘‘intermediate"’ sizes, as, for instance, 
when a car Is fitted with 31x4 inch tires. the 
rubber people advise fitting 35x44, claiming 
that the extra investment will be more than 
made up by longer service. 

Another tendency noted ig that where a 
maker heretofore has been marketing only 
one model and that say a thirty horse power 
one, that this year he Is bringing out a 
larger type, built along the same lines, but 
with a more powerful motor and selling at 
a little more in order that his agents may 
be able to meet competition in the different 
grades and to prevent him from taking on 
some other Mine, confining him to one make.
